Opening of the Great Interna- 
tional Exposition at 
Paris. 


Exhibitors Present from Al- 
most Every Civilized 
Country. 


The Gay Capital Arrayed in ap 
Unwonted Garb of 
Splendor. 


Review of the Grand Work by President 
MacMahon and the Visiting 
Princes. 


Speeches by the Chief Executive 
and Several of His 
Ministers. 


Few of the Departments in a Complete

Paris, May 1.—The ceremony of the opening 
of the International Exhibition took place to- 
day with great pomp and success. At 9 a. m. 
it was rainy, and it was feared that the cere- 
mony would be greatly interfered with, but at 
9:55 the rain ceased, and prospects that the day 
would be fine began to appear. At 11:30 the 
clouds had broken, the sun was shining brilliant- 
ly, and the temperature was rather warm. The 
ceremony of opening the Exhibition began at 
2:30 in the afternoon, at which time it was 
showery, but at 3 o’clock the sun was shining 
brightiy again. The crowd was immense and 
enthusiastic, in spite of alternations of rain 
throughout the proceedings. Cries were every- 
where beard of Vive la Republique, Vive la 


France.“ 
AMONG THOSE PRESENT 


were the Prince of Wales, Don Francis d' Assises, 
father of the King of Spain, Duc d’ Aosta, 
brother of the King of Italy and ex-King of 
Spain, Prince Frederic, Crown Prince of Den- 
mark, Prince of Orange, heir apparent to the 
throne of the Netherlands, and Prince Henry 
of Holland. 

Marshal MacMahon arrived in the State car- 
riage escorted by his military household, the 
troops being drawn up all along the route from 
the Elysee. A procession was then formed 
which marched from the Grand Arcade to a 
platform overlooking the fountain and com- 
man@ing a view of nearly all the buildings and 
grounds. Here Trisserene de Bort, Minister of 
Commerce, welcomed the Marshal in a short 
speech. The Marshal then 

DECLARED THE BXHIBITION OPENED. 

One hundred and one guns from the In- 
valides, Mont Valerien, and an island in the 
Seine followed, the announcement. At the 
same time two military bands struck up, all the 
fountains played, aud the soldiers stationed by 
the flagstaffs hoisted the flags of ali nations on 
the roofs of the two palaces and annexes. e 
Marshal then reascended the Trocadero Palace, 
the , procession reforming behind him, and, 
ater mpleting the round of the building, 
crossed over the river to the Champ de Mars. 
The troops were drawn up on and near the 
bridge. “@he terrace of the Champ de Mars 
Palace was occupiei by Senators, Deputies, 
Council of State, Magistrates, Academicians, 
military staff, and French Commissioners. En- 
tering by the central door the procession went 
through the grand vestibule, 

DECORATED WITH CROWN JEWELS, 
Sevres porcelain, Gobelin tapestry, and the 
Prince of Wales’ Indian collection. It then 
passed through all the sections, the Commis- 
sioners of each country greeting it at the door, 
and next inspected the military school, where 
all the exhibition-workmen were stationed, and 
lastly traversed the machinery annexes. 

The escorts of honor were sent at 1 o’clock 
to the hotels of the Presidents of the Senate 
and Chamber of Deputies, the Prince of Wales, 
Crown Prince of Denmark, Prince Amadeus, 
Prince Henry of Holland, Prince of Orange, 
and Don Francis d' Assises to conduct them to 
the Exhibition Building. On arriving at the 
Trocadero, President MacMahon presented to 
their Royal Highnesses all the Ministers, the 
officials connected with the Exhibition, and sev- 
eral other distinguished persons. 

On the procession being formed, the Prince 
of Orange, Crown Prince of Denmark, and 
Prince Amadeus ranged themselves on the 
right of Marshal MacMahon, while the Prince 
of Wales, in the uniform of the Horse Guards, 
and Prince Henry of Holland walked on the 
left of the President. 

THE SPECTACLE | 
at the ceremony was magnificent. Perfect order 


| prevailed. Ex-Queen Isabella, of Spain, wit- 


nessed the ceremony from the gallery occupied 
by Mme. MacMahon. 

The scene after the official declaration of the 
opening was imposing in the extreme. From 
the neights of the Trocadero the thousands ‘of 
guests assembled could see crowds on the sur- 
rounding streets, the banks of the Seine, and at 
Passv, both on the right and left. In front lay 
the immense area crowded with the Exposition 
buildings gayly decorated with the flags 
of different nations. A grand cascade 
and rows of statues illustrating the countries 
participating. Long lines of equipages filled 
the road to the Champs Elysees and Tuilleries, 
interspersed with detachments of mounted 
guards of Paris, magnificent escorts of visiting 
Princes, and the military household of Presi- 
dent MacMahon. 

THE DAZZLING FACADE 
of the palace on the Champs de Mars was richly 
ornamented with national emblems, and in 
every assignable space the thousands of specta- 
tors were held in place by lines of infantry. 

The military display was less imposing than 
originally intended, as the Minister of Agricult- 
ure had decided, on the advice of the engineers, 
that the recently constructed avenucs near the 
Exhibition would suffer by the passage of 
cavalry and artillery. : 

The Sixth Battalian of Chasscurs did the 
honors of the Trocadero, saluting cach section 
of the cortege on its arrival. As the President's 
procession, including the Princes, Diplomats, 
and other distinguished guests, reached the 
front of the Palace of the Champ de Mars, 
the scene was extremely picturesque. State 
bodies tn grand uniiorn, coungillors and magis- 
trates in their robes, and the different bodies 
of the Institute and Legion of Honor, stood in 

ong contrast with Senators, deputies, clergy, 
and minor officiais in their civil costumes. 
These, with the deputation from the army in 
full unitorm, fell in with the President’s cor- 
tere and moved through the East Indian Hall 
into the grand central nave of the palace, 

PASSING IN RAPID REVIEW 

the various foreign sections and exchanging 
salutes with each Commissioner who stood in 
front of their respective sections. 

The procession then passed into the art 
galleries, thence to the French section, which 
occupies one entire side of the palace. 
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Alter the usual courtesies, the President and 
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party lett the Avenue Rapp gate, and returned 
to the Elvsee. 

The workmen had made extraordinary efforts 
during the past three days in the preparation of 
the various sections. The English, American, 
and Belgian had been especially pushed, and 
present a creditable appearance. The Ameri- 
can, though unfinished, *@empares favorably 
with the others. The Department of Manu- 
tactures shows the least pregréss. The Agri- 
cultural and Alamentary Departments will be 
better than at any previous foreign exposition. 
The Machinery Department is 

VERY RICH IN LABOR-SAVING MACHINERY 
of the light class already. Though incomplete, 
it compares favorably with the English, 
while occupying only one-sixth ot 
the space allotted the British exhibit. 
The display of machine tools is ſuferior to the 
American exhibit at Philadelphia, but superior 
to any other at this Exhibition. Agricultural, 
sewing, and weighing machines make a fine dis- 
play. The textiles are not yet arranged, but 
promise very well. The drugs, chemicals, pub- 
lishers\ exhibits, chromos, and cutlery are supe- 
rior to the competing exhibits in other sections. 

THE AMERICAN DBPARTMENT 

is nearly ready. It will be the best ever shown 
abroad by America. The ball is too small, but 
it is beautifully arranged, and contains 100 
paintings and a few water-colors. American 
artists residing abroad represented here include 
Bacon, Bridgman, Dana, Dubois, Ward, Bunce, 
Maynard, Lippincott, and Mayall. Places of 
honor are occupied by Bridgman and Dana. 
Rome is represented by Benson and Vedder, 
and Dusseldorf by Shode, Munich is not rep- 
resented. 

M. DE BORT, ) 
Minister of Finance, made a speech, saying the 
idea of holding au Exhibition suggested itself 
the day after the definitive. concentration of 
the Republic. The Republican Government 
thus gave the stamp to the tendencies and aims 
which it wished to assign to its efforts, and tes- 
tified its faith in the stability and fecundity of 
the institutions it had founded, and its confi- 
dence in the sympathies of foreign Govern- 
ments. Me thanked the foreign Governments 


Which had so magnificently responded to the 


appeal ot France, sent their art treas- 
ures and manufactures here, and now 
crowned their courtesy by honoring the 
openine of the enterprise with the presence of 
their most iliustrious citizens and best-loved 
Princes. The Exhibition was a proof of the 
virility which would make its mark upon the 
history of the Republic. In the Exhibition 
visitors would see that France, reassured in re- 
gard to the future, had taken a fresh flight by a 
revival of her activity and energy, and labored 
more ardently than ever to multiply the. crea- 
tions which honor her artisans, embellish the 
life of her people, and multiply the benefits of 
civilization, to the honor and glory of humanity. 
MACMAHON. 

President MacMahon said: 

I desire to join in the sentiments expressed 
by the Minister of Commerce. I offer my con- 
gratulations upon the magnificent result 
achievea, and of which I am happy to have the 
whole world as witness. We have also to thank 
the toreign nations tor so completely respond- 
ing to the appeal of France. in the name of the 
Republic, I declare the Exhibition opened. 

The Marshal subsequently -congratniated M. 
Krantz, the organizer of the Exhibition, and 
congratulated him on the auspicieus opening of 
the grand enterprise. 

The arrangements for Witnessing the opening 
ceremonial by thousands of guests in the gal- 
leries of the Trocader@ Palace were far from 
perfect, but this was rather owing to the limit- 
ed space and difficulties ef the locality than any 
lack of care or foresight. 

EVERY AVAILABLE SPACE 
in the Palace, as well as the lawn in front and 
outlying buildings, wasgdensely crowded, not- 
withstanding the fact admission was solely 
by invitation. Shortly clock a sud- 
den and violent thunderstorm came up, creat- 
ing considerable movement among the specta- 
tors, but it lasted only a few minutes, and be- 
tore the arrival of the Presidential party 
the sun was Shining again brightly. After 
the formal declaration of the opening, 
and just as the cortege, headed by 
President MacMahon and the Prince of Wales. 
moved from the gallery of the Palace into the 
open space, where a long line of troops stood at 
present arms,“ large drops of rain began to 
fall, and umbrellas and -overcoats for the mo- 
ment hid the gorgeous aniforms and decorations 
of the Princes and dignitaries forming the pro- 
cession irom the view of the spectators. The 
rainfall, however, lasted oniy afew moments, 
and the march over the bridge of lena to the 
buildings in the Champ de Mars was continued 
without further in¢onvenience. As the proces- 
sion was passing from the Trocadero Palace to 
the Champ de Mars the crowd became most eu- 
thusiastie, and 
LOUDLY CHEERED BACH WELL-KNOWN PERSON. 
Soon as the procession was out of view the brill- 
iant company in the diplomatic gallery, headed 
by the Duchess of Magenta and ex-Queen Isa- 
bella of Spain, filed out through the Trocadero 
Palace, entered the carriages, and were driven 
away. Thousands of spéctators then moved 
through the corridors of the Palace, taking pos- 
session of the officia) tribune looking down upon 
the grand spectacle of the Exhibition grounds, 
which were filled with dense masses of people 
moving to and fro from the Trocadero to 
the Champ de Mars. As the President, at 
the head of the cortege, passed through the Ex- 
hibition Building on the Champ de Mars, he 
paused a short time before the official head- 
quarters of each section to note its condition 
and exchange a few words with the officials in 
charge. 

At the American section a squad of sailors 
from the United States vessels at Havre were 
drawn up on the left of the entrance ,command- 
ed by Ensign Young, of the Constitution: On 
the right of the facade were thirty marines 
under Lieuts. Russell and Ziblin. Gov. Mc- 
Cormick, Chief Commissioner of the United 
States, attended by the Assistant-Commisslon- 
ers and attaches, stood in front of the entrance. 
President MacMahon was attracted by the bear- 
ing of the American sailors, and inquired con- 
cerning the service and vessels to which they 
belonged, and expressed gratification at their 
appearance. Berger, director of the Foreign 
Sections, presented Gov. McCormick to Presi- 
dent MacMahon, who stood several minutes in 
conversation with him, longerin fact than at any 
other section. The marines and employes 
cheered heartily as the procession 
moved on. A numerous company of 
American ladies witnessed the procession from 
the American facade, and joined in the courte- 
sies to the President. 

THE GENERAL EFFECT 
of the Exhibition hall was disappointing to vis- 
itors in consequence of the backward condition 
of the interior. The machinery department, 
except in the British section, is still incom- 
plete, and much of the space is lumbered with 
unpacked cases. Some exhibits of the lighter 
order, especially in the Swiss, Chinese, and 
Japanese sections, were completely ready, and 
the very attractive Russian section is also well 
advanced and the exhibit comparatively large. 
The English and Canadian sections, however, 
taken altogether and as a whole, are by tar the 
largest, finest, and most forward in the Exhibi- 
tion. : 
EARLY IN THE EVENING 

the avenues and boulevards were crowded with 
vehicles and foot-passengers. Later the streets 
were impassable in many places in consequence 
of the immense crowds assembled tosee the illu- 
minations. Many buildings in every quarter of 
the city were decorated with flags ot all nations. 
The American colors were abundantly and con- 


spicuously displayed. The Boulevaras des 
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Italiens and des Capuchines were bril- 
liantly illuminated with gas =e jets, 
‘transparencies, and Chinese lanterns. Except 
on the boulevards the display was spasmodic 
and occasional. The presence of the people and 
carriages on the two boulevards mentioned was 
indescribable. For three hours 
EVERY INCH OF SPACE 


in the main thoroughfares and every side street 
was occupied by surging masses shouting and 


singing. The demonstrations frequently be- 
came semi-riotous. Visitors who went out 
in carriages or on foot to see the 
Uluminations often found themselves involved 
in the crush, and were compelled to seek refuge 
from the pressure of the crowd in open door- 
ways of hotels, restaurants, and other public 
places. Men, women, and children of every 
class mingled indiscriminately in the crowd, 
which was occasionally enlivened by a rush of 
companies of half-intoxicated youths and work- 
men. bearing Chinese lanterns and singing the 
Marsellaise. Towards midnight, when the 
illumination should have been at its best, many 
lights. were extinguished, and the crowds began 
to disperse. 
LONDON DISPATCH. 

LONDON, May 1.—Paris specials consider that 
the opening of the Exhibition was one of the 
most impressive popular demonstrations ever 
witnessed in Paris, although the official cere- 
mony was somewhat marred by the crowd break- 
ing in upon the rear of the procession near the 
Pont de Jena. About 100,000 people congre- 
cated at the exit gate and cheered the depart- 
ing dignitaries. Among the notabilities present 
at the opening were the German and Russian 
Ambassadors and the Papal Nuncio. 


GETTING READY.

THE WORKS IN THE CHAMP DE MARS. 

It was pouring with rain. The approaches and 
environs of the Exhibition were one vast bed of 
mud, into which the hesitating fect of the too 
adventurous visitors sank deeply at every step. A 
gray, hopeless mist enveloped the enormous ouild- 
ing, and the infinite host of chalets, kiosks, and 
pavilions, in the grounds. At the entrance to the 
Exhibition-inclosure I was challenged by a ser- 
gent-de-ville. Being duly provided with the in- 
dispensable ‘‘carte d'exposant,’’ I got past the 
watchfui guardian, and plunged boldly, ankle 
deep into the miry path. —if path be the word for 
the filthy, rutted approach tothe Main Building, 
otherwise the Palace of the Champ de Mars. It is 


| hardly necessary to remind yon that this *‘Pal- 


ace,’’ constituting the Exhibition proper, is in the 
form of an immense oblong, having a slightlv- 
raised pavilion at each corner, and a larger one, 
for the principal entrance, in the middie. The 
front of the building is narrower than the sides, 
and looks directly on to the river and the Pont de 
Jena, on the other side of which, fully a quarter 
of « mile removed, rise the gentle slope and the 
stately Palace of the Trocadero,—the artistic side 
of the Exhibition, as the Champ de Mars is the in- 
dustrial. Scaffolding and canvas still obscure the 
front of the Main Building, but the general effect 
likely to be produced when the decorators have 
finished their work can be pretty well imagined. 
Architecturally speaking, in all that relates to the 
picturesgue and agreeable, the Palace of the 
Champ de Mars must be pronounced 
A MELANCHOLY FAILURB. 
It has the common fault of French official archi- 


tecture: e oA EFS . ram. s 
hope less reguiarity, without excuse of being 
regularly beautiful. Theeye wanders despairingty 
over the long, interminable galleries of iron and 
Class, so evenly insipid and so painfully utilita- 
rian. In propertion to their length they are far 
too low to be pleasing, and the weariness the sight 
of them produces is hardly reheved by the insig- 
nificant pavilfon® ut the corners and in the centre. 
When the gardens are laid ont and fresh foliage 
and grass replace the existing swamp, no doubt 
the palace will appear to less disadvantage, but ite 
native ugliness will never be ertirely removed. It 
is, atthe best, a mighty furnifure-shed. Trick 
it out in the finery of 1 ehields and fintter- 
ing pennons, surround it by the verdant treasures 
of the tropics, and you may conceal its hideous- 


ess. 
After ali, though, the first thing - of an 
Exhibition is, that it should be practically, not ar.- 
istically, constructed. In this respect the building 
in the Champ de Mars 

DESERVES ALL PRAISE.

roughly described as an immense quadranglar gal- 
lery, flanked on the right and left by two adaition- 
al wooden galleries, specially devoted to the 
machinery-exhibits. In the middle of the quad- 
rangle are a series of most sordid-looking build- 
ings, interrupted midway by the handsome pavil- 
ion of the City of Paris. A narrow strip of open 
ground divides these central structures on either 
side from the inclosing galleries of the Main Build- 


ing. 

Turn your back uvon the river and the Pont de 
Jena, and entering by the middle portico or pavil- 
ion, you have on your left the French section. 
occupying exactly half the Exhibition, and on your 
right the various foreign sections, which fill the 
other half. The foreign sections are arranged in 
regular lines running from left to right, —that is to 
say, from the inside of the quadrangle to the ma- 
chinery-annexe. In the quadrangle each foreign 
nation has constructed a characteristic facade, cor- 
responding in length exactly with the breadth of 
the section, and designed so as to offer an example 
or examples of the architecture peculiar to each 
couniry. 

On entering the Palace I turned to the right, and 
found myself at once in 

THE BRITISH SECTION. 

It is far more advanced than any of its rivals, and 
promises to ve the most interesting, as it is aleo by 
far the most extensive, of the foreign departments. 
A great deal of machinery is already in its place; 
the show-cases for the most part are ready, anda 
considerable number of exhibitors have quite set 
their shows in order. The whole exhibit occupies 
a single large room, and the arrangement reminds 
one generally of South Kensington. Close to the 
river-frontage is the elaborate model of an Indian 
Palace (mentioned in my last letter). which is to 
contain the wonderful treasures brought back from 
the golden East by the Prince of Wales. 

Next in order comes 

THE UNITED STATES SECTION, 

much smaller than the British, but also well ad- 
vanced. The show-cases are being rapidly crect- 
ed, and hundreds of boxes, labeled and directed to 
Gen. McCormick's care, lie scattered about in be- 
wildering confusion, waiting for willing and 
orderly hands to unpack them. Amongst the ex- 
hibits which are perfectly ready, I noticed a hand- 
some case of patent locks and keys. Apparently 
the great American pianoforte-makers are de- 
termined to stick to their resolution of not ex- 
hibiting in Paris. At all — saw no sign of 
pianos; and the space is so limited in the American 
section that, even if they were to send them at the 
eleventh hour, I don't really see where there would 
be room for them. 

Still continuing, and walking straight away from 
the Seine, I came to 

THE NORWEGIAN AND SWEDISH SECTIONS, — 
chiefly occupied at present by svecimens of pret- 
tily-carved wood-work. In the Norwegian room, 
by-the-by, 1 was not a little tickled to find an En- 
— exhibiting Patent Aperient Pilis,— 
very much in request in Norway,” accordiug to 
the legend on the show-case. 

Then I came successively to Italy, Russia, Aus- 
trian, Switzerland, and Japan. The Japanese sec- 
tion will be a great attraction. It is almost asnear 
completion as the British and American depart- 
ments, and already presents a charming cop d'eil. 
The Japanese workmen are peggin and Bammer- 
ing away at their beautifally-carv cabihete and 
temples, as quietly and s ily as possible. They 
have got so used to being stared at that they taxe 
no ce: and altogether they have a most work- 
manlike look about them, despite their quaint 
bead-dress and wooden sboes. 

A little farther on came two of the la and 
most interesting sections in the whole exhibition,

FATAL EXPLOSION. 

Memruis, Tenn., May 1.—At 9:20 this morning 
the tow-boat Warner, from New Orleans to St. 
Louis, with five model barges and the trading-boat 
Koligon in tow, exploded her boilers when oppo- 
site the elevator. The pilot-house and roof were 
blown toa great height, and fell back upon the 
wreck, while the air was filled with splinters and 
fragments. The wreck took fire instantly, and the 
smoke and steam hid the boat from the crowd 
Which soon lined the bluffs, and it was thought 
that all on board had perished. The tug De Soto 
and two or three skiffs were soon at the wreck, 
and succeeded in saving the following: John W. 
Poe, clerk, slightly bruised; Jacob Cox, pilot, 
badly bruised—he and Poe having been blown into 
the air, and falling back on the wreck; Capt. 
George Dawson, slightly scalded; Napoleon De- 
vinney, pantryman,. cut in the head and arm, not 
dangerously; John Sullivan, second cook, badly 
cut in the arm and scalded; Clara ——, chamber- 
maid, badly burned; Barney Cassiday, mate, 
blown thrcugh the roof and badly hurt; Chris 
Auschutz, first engineer, slightly; Nicholas Gobo, 
steward, slightiy scalded; Wil Jenks, carpen- 
ter, and Peter Conneally and Pat mpson, fre- 
men, were unhurt. Dixon Kennett, pilot, and 
William Radcliffe, second engineer, who were 
asleep at the time, were lost, and one fireman was 
literaily biown into fragments 

The boat had a total crew 
owing tothe confusion and — off to the 
hospital of its wounded, it is impossible to tell ex- 
actly how many were lost. 

In five minutes after the explosion all the Wreck 
except the roof had sunk out of sight, and the tow 
of barges were on fire; but the tug De Solo extin- 
guished — fire and landed the barges on the Ar- 

shore. 

All the officers and crew were residents of ®t. 
Louis. The noise of tae explosion resembled the 
discharge of a ten-inch columbiad, and shook every 
building in the city. 

Although two of the crew stated that they saw 
Capt. Dawson after the explosion, it ie now cer- 
tain that he was lost, and no trace of him ‘can be 
found since immediately after the explosi

date of the repeal at Jan. 1 1879. The first of 
next October may be agreed upon as à compro- 
mise. 
THE. ARGUMENT 

against the extenusivn vf the jaw was thet it has 
done great injury to the business interests of the 
country, and that an extension would only concen- 
trate in a few months the mischief that would have 
extended over years if the act had remained unre- 
pealed.

BLAIR'S RESOLUTION.

A Few PACTS.

Wasntineron, D. C., May 1.—The report of the 
majority of the House Judiciary Committee on the 
distribution of the Geneva award contains a gross 
blunder in its statement of the amounts allowed to 
claimants and the amount remaining in the Treas- 
ury. The report says claims were allowed by the 
Court amounting to $6,183,880, and there is & 
balance amounting to $9, 316,120, for the distribu- 
tion of which the present Congress has been 
called upon to provide. The sum of these 
two amounts, it will be noticed, is $15, 500, 000, 
the amount of the Geneva award. This 
statement is wholly wrong and misleading, and 
shows that the majority of the Committee have 
not taken the trouble toinform themselves. accn- 
rately as to the real condition of the award. The 
money paid by Great Britain was invested in 
United States 5 per cent bonds, and has accumu- 
lated interest to the amount of $3,519,657. The 
amount of the principal allowed to claimants by 
the Conrt established by Congress was $8, 350, 000, 
with interest to date of payment. The whole 
amount paid to claimants, including interest, is 
$9,317,913. The balance of the principal of the 
award now remaining in the Treasury is $7, 150, - 
000, and the accrued interest is $2,551,743, mak- 
‘ing the total balance undistributed, $9, 701, 743. 
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THE PROTECTIONISTS. 

BLAINE AS THEIR CHAMPION. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribtne, 
Wasnineton, D. C., May 1.—The evident pur- 
pose of Blaine in attempting to pass his resoiu- 
tion defeating a change in the tariff was to serve a 
notice on the House that the Senate is not disposed 
to consider the tariff question at this session. 
Senator Beck felt that this was Blaine’s purpose 
when he made an ingenious argument against 
Blaine's resolution, and in opposition to the pro- 
tective tariff. Blaine made the historical point 
upon Beck that it was a curious anomaly in Amer- 
ican «politics that the successor of Henry 
Clay should advocate the overthrow of the 
protective system. Blaine declared that the 
Robert J. Walker tariff’ of 1856 should 
be a beacon-light of warning to all anti-protec- 


tuonists, Blaine presented himself as the cham- 
pion of the protectionists. He would not even 
consent to a Commission of Inquiry, claiming that 
such a Commission would be mischievous, and 
would paralyze industry, Democratic protection- 
ists from Pennsylvania did not even go as far as 
that, Senator Wallace himself declaring in favor of 
all information that could be secured. Beck con- 
sidered that the present distress is largely due to 
the tariff system , and the protection offered by the 
tariff is to the machinery and not to the labor of 
the country. To this statement Blaine declared 
that Beck placed himself in hostility to the civili- 
zation of the nineteenth century.

NOTES AND NEWS. 
THE FRESIDENT IN BARNEST. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasutxcton, D. C., May 1.—The President's 
friends declare that the Civil-Service policy is not 
abandoned, and that the Civil-Service order will 
be rigidly enforced. They say that while 
officeholders may be permitted to speak of 
write in favor of their party, yet 
they cannot take part in caucuses of 
conventions, or be compelled to contribute to 
campaign funds. What is more important in view 
of the organization of the Congressional Campaign 
Committee is the assertion that no regular levy 
will be allowed, and that no person will be per- 
mitted to solicit campaign subscriptions in Gov- 
ernment offices. The Congressional Committee 
evidently contemplates such solicitation. 

PRESIDENTIAL PERMITS. 

Gen. 8. A. Hurlbut, of IIlinois, to-day made an 
argument before the House Judiciary Committee 
in support of what are known as the Presidential 
permits, issued by President Lincoln in the case of 


Maddox vs. The United States. The decision of 
the Supreme Court annuls the Presidential per- 
mite, and declares that the President had no au- 
thority to grant them. Since that decision no one 
can safely come to trialin the Court of Claims 
in any case involving that principle, for although 
the United States are heid to be simply trustees of 
the funds arising from the sale of abandoned and 
captured property, yet the Court of Claims hold 
that no judgment can be renderd in favor of any 
* who, under the decision referred to, shall 
deemed to have violated the non-intercourse 
laws, even under a permit from the Presi- 
dent himself, granted for reasons of public 
policy. Gen. Hurlbut maintained that the gigna- 
ture of Abrvham Lincoln should be respected, and 
that persons who bad invested their capital and 
taken great risks in these cotton transactions 
should not be deprived of their rights.

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REVENUE FRAUDS. 


The Rascalities Ferpetrated at the New 
York Custom-Honse Receive a Shaking-Up 
from the Philadelphia and Boston News- 
papers. 

COLOSSAL SMUGGLING IN NEW YORK. 
Philad‘iphia North American. 

The old-fashioned idea of smuggling is that of a 
contraband trade carried on secretly, at obscure 
places op 8 sea-coast, in small, swift-sailing ves- 
sels, carryiug a light cargo, which is ali landed and 
stored away in some enug biding-place at bight, in 
a single hour or less. But among the inventions of 
the present age ia the tramsfer of the practice of 
smuggling tothe open daylight, in the greatest 
port of this Republic, under cover of legal ma- 
chinery, with all the formaltty of false iuvoices, 
false oaths, false names of goods and consignees, 
aud with the connivance of the Custom- House. 
This is much more genteel, respectable, Incra- 
tive, and easy. Thereisno risk of loss of life 
or money. The smugglers pass for merchants, 
and wear broadcloth suits and diamond jewelry. 
Tue goods are landed regularly, pase all the legal 
forms, and everything is stra int and easy. This 
is smugyiing perfected under the auspices of New 
York Custom-Hoase officials, who receive one 
salary from the Government for enforcing the 
laws and another salary from the smugglers for 
conniving at fraud. 

In 1862 the annual report of the Treasury De- 
partment quoted, from the report of the Solicitor 
of the Treasury the following description of 
these frauds: The invoices were often made out 
in fictitious names, and goods belonging to one 
person were frequently entered as belonging to 
another. In some instances the importer was 
cognizant of the fraud, and in others it 
was perpetrated without his knowledge.

the Custom-House. After entries had been 
completed invoices and entries were in many in- 
stances obtained and destroyed, 80 as to obliterate 
as far as possible all evidence of the frauds.”’ 

“This statement will enable the reader to under- 
stand the extreme dificulty of proving the extent 
of the frands in suits for the recovery of the money 
due the Government. At the time this report was 
made not less than 100 such false entries had been 
detected; and the Solicitor, after careful investi- 
gation, expressed the opinion that the frauds 
are extensively, constantly, and 1 

and that tbere can no doudt 
that large numbers of invoices sre made by 
the importers themselves in this country. 
Of course, the businese reader will understand 
that the essential feature of all these frauds was 
the system of undervaluation, by which a large 
portion of the duties were never paid atall. This 
was based on that ad valorem system which is the 
main principle of Fernando Wood's tarig. The 
statement of Mr. Dwight Webb. of the New York 
Custom-House, in 1868, was that four-fifths of the 
imports at New York were in the form of consign- 
ments, and that the average undervalustion was 
about 35 per cent. 

Here we have exposed the true reason why Fer- 
nando Wood insists so vehemently on ad valorem 
dutics. By that arrangement smuggling has as- 
sumed colossal proportions at New Yor Four- 
fifths of the foreign or imported there are upon 
consignments that it of fraud, and of these the 
average undervaluation is 35 per cent. This ex 
plains how it happens that, notwithstangin 
that New York is the most extravagant Any | 
expensive city in America, the import trade 
concentrates there qverehdininats ta he neglect 
and disadvantage of all other porte. The tariff, 
though supposed to be national aud uniform. is 
actnally 35 per cent less at New York than at Bos- 
ton, Philadeiphia, Baltimore, or any other city. 
This is why men like Fernando Wood attach so 
much importance to a tariff in which ad valorem 
duties play the leading part. This is 1 the thing 
called free-trade is rampant at New Yor 

In order to show the utter impossibility of pre- 
venting these frauds while the ad valorem system 
prevails we quote from Mr. Webb's statement the 
annexed passage: The number of invoices per 
day at the port of New York is, on the average, 
about 500, with corresponding entries; and when 
we take into the account that these are of ever y 
conceivable variety as to classification, quality, or 
value, it is not too much to say tust the greatest 
degree of fidelity, astutencss, and energy is insuf- 


| ficient to meet all the wants of the Government 


and protect it against manifold frauds. So com- 
licated is the present system that at every step 
u its execution it is beset with almost every spe- 
4 of oppertusity and inducement for false in- 
voices, e vajuationus, false classifications, false 
entries, irregular or false manifests; and, how- 
ever Vigilant other agents of tae Government 
may be, itis but the language of experience and 
reason to say numerous and continued frauds may 
expected in some form or other. The 
ifficalties of an organic character, inherent in the 


system itself, and which are common to all ad 


valorem systems everywhere, are well nigh insur- 
mountable under high ad valorem rates. There 
is olficial evidence that the Wood tariff ls ex 
pressly framed for the encouragement of fraud on 
the most comprehensive and Colossal scale, and 
that this is the real reason for the zeal and ve 
hewence displayed in its behalf. New York has 
become the elysium of smuggiers, and tbie bill is 
framed for their benefit exclusively. regardless of 
the destructive influence it might exert apos ail 
domestic interesis, 


ILLEGAL IMPORTATION. 
Boston Aeruid. 

For some time past honest.importers of dry 
goods who sell their wares ia iuland ports, as we!! 
as some dealers in Boston, have found cause of 
complaint, in that they could buy certain articles 
in New York cheaper than they coula import them. 
This fact alone argued that the United States 
revenue was being-defranded, and the Govern- 
ment has instituted an investigating commission 
with a view of primarily protecting the revenue 
interests, and, second, of regulating trade and 
putting the machinery governing it into more 
effective operation. It has been suspected, as be- 
fore suggested in these colamns, that foreign 
manufacturers of, say silk, for instance, have had 
agents in New York to whom they have coueigued 
goods at an undervalustion. The agents 
have thus been able to sell their goods 
to retailers at a less price than retatiers 
could import them, and it is claimed 
that the practice has become so extensive ag to 
somewhat demoralize trade. To correct the al. 
leged evil the United States Government bas 
created an investigating commission witn the 
special purpose of correcting the abuses com 
plained of, and of effecting, if possible, a uniform 
method of appraisements, classifications, and al 
lowances at the various ports, —inland and sea- 
hoard. aud to discover, if possible, some means 
of preventing the frauds that are and for some 
time have been, as alleged, practiced in the im- 
portation of many lines of goods, uotadty silks, 
velvets, gloves, and certain kinds of linen. 

This Commission has of late been investigating 
in other cities, and is now in session in Boston. It 
was appointed bs the Secretary of the Treaeury ia 
response to complaints that had often been made 
from interior aud aboard porte to the effect that 
through frauds, discriminations fu appraisements, 
classifications, damage allowances, etc. honest 


importers bad been driven out of the business of 


importing to a greatextent. The strongest com- 

plaints came from the interior porte, such as Chi- 

cago, St. Louis. Milwaukee, and Cincinnati —tbe 
resident importers n that. by reason of 
these alleged isregularities, they were deprived to 
a very large extent of the beneficia! provisions, to 
them. of the Immediate-Transportationg act, —the 
act of 150 I., —- Which suthorized the shipment of 
goods destined to those ports without appraise- 
ment at the port of fra arrival. It was ales al- 
leged that by reason Of a lack of experience on the 
part of the Avpraisers at the interior porte, goods 
were being passed there af a lower claesification 
than at ports upon the seaboard; and tbat large 
losses accrued to the revenve in the transportation 
of the packages to the interior porte. 

The Commission, consisting of Gen. Meredith. 
the Chief General Appraiser; A ents N. 
W. Bingham, of Boston, and H. Hinds, of 

Chicago, were directed by the 14. of the 
Treasury to make careful inquiries ſuto all these 
complaints. and, in addition, the Secretary, through 
the various Collectors at ports where the investi * 
tions have been and are to made, has invite 
prominent importer to act with the Commission * 
a representative of the importing interests lu the 
respective ports. 

Investigations have been made at Chicago, St. 
Louis, and Cincinnati. At Chic this tuterest 
was represented by Mr. Leiter, of the f 

iter & Co., at ra Louis by Mr, Mc ittrick, of 
the house of Crow, Hagerdine 4 Co., and at Cin 
cinvati by Mr. Sbilletto, —these being 2 
tives of the principal importing spd wholesale 
houses ip the Cilies 
of the arm of Hugg, 
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ia, Baltimore, and, “anal iy. 

J. is known of the result of the 
thus far made, Wr i what has from 
time to time appeared in Western newspapers. 
From that it ised er ated that the compleints, so far 
as many lin ® are concerned, are well 
founded, —that is * say, that the importations 
of silks, gloves, velvets, and the higher 
grades of 11 ens, is monopolized by manvufactur- 
ers, or foreign factors, through agents in this 
couptry, thus driving out of the business all 
American merchants who would be importers of 
these lines of A. „ no matter how wealthy or 
how well established they may be in thei: trade. 
The annual lose to the revenue, it is esti 
can be reckoned by millions of dollars. 

Hitherto investigations of a kindred nature have 
been made by Government officers or Congres- 
sional commitrees exclusively. The new feature 
of this Cominission is, that in each city where 
there are importers a resident interested in the 
business of importation is made a part of the Com: 
mieston, thus bringiny te the issue a practical 
knowledge of the causes of local complaint. It is 
intimated that, through the power wielded by 
those whose irregu! arities it is almed to check, 
would-be honest merchants dave been obliged, in 
c- protection, to purchase ot with the under- 
standing that they had been illegally imported. 


UNDERVALUATION OF IMPORTS. 
Boston Journal. 

The Commission which is now in this tity and 
taking testimony at the Custom-House respecting 
the undervaluation of certain classes of goods is 
charged with a very Important duty. For many 
years there have been complaints of undervalua- 
tion of goods imported to New York, which bas 
been so great at times as to render it impospijde 
for importers in other cities to engage in the bus 
ness. Of late the chief complaint has been made of 
the undervaluatfon of all kinds of silk goods, gloves, 
etc. It is said that no leading importer in this 
country js at present engaged in these lines of 
trade, but that they are monopolized vy the agents 
or bouses abroad that are able by undervaluation 
to import these classes of goods at prices with 
which no fair-dealing importer can compete. The 
foreign house makes its invoices, the American 
Coneuls at the ports of export, who should kyow 
something of the value of the goods, certifies to 
their correctness, and the Appraisers at New York, 
by some unexplained oversight or possible coliu- 
sion, do not correct the prices. A Svecial Agent 
who bas given some timetothe investigation of 
this matter estimates that the revenues are de- 
frauded of $10, 000, 000 anttally F. these manipu- 
lations. Nor does the consumer derive anv bene- 
fitfrom undervaluation in customs entries. The 
goods are put upon the market by the agents of 
foreign importers at prices which make it for the 
interest of the large dealers here to purchase of 
them rather than import the same themselves, but 
not so low asto generally affect the retail price. 

The Commission is to take testimony respecting 
the charges at various ports, and recommend to the 
Department whatever action it deems the most ef- 
fective to correct whatever irregularities have been 
carried on by undervaluation. The undertaking is 
avery considerable one, and thore who are mak- 
ing millions out of the business will spare po ef- 
forts to retain their monopoly. 


INVESTIGATING NEW YORK FRAUDS, 
Boston Journai. 

The Commission appointed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury, consisting of Gen. Meredith, Chief 
of Appraisers, and Messrs. Bingham and Hinds, 
Special Agents of the Depariment, the object of 
which is to investigate the cause of the underval- 
uation of invoices of certain goods of foreign im- 
portation, have commenced their sessions in this 
city. The order of Secretary Sherman gave au- 
thority to invite some prominent importer to act 
on the Commission, and Mr. John Hogg, of the 
firm of Hogg, Brown & Taylor, has accepted the 
invitation to fill the position. The Commission 


will probably continue their meetings during the 
greater portion of next week, and the members 
would be glad to receive any communications from 
importers who have complaints to make of the op- 
eration of the existing laws, or who may feel in- 
clined te offer ary suggestions pertaining to the 
subject. The Commission will endeavor to tix 
upon some method by which the price of goods 
abroad can be ascertained. and will also give their 
— ta the subject of excessive damage al- 


lowance. 


MR. BURCHARD DEFENDS HIS ANTI-TOBAC- 
CO PRO-INCOME TAX. 


To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Wassixoerton, D. C., April 39.— In last Friday's 
Trinuns 1 notice the following paragraph, re- 
ferring to myself and to the bill on the calendar 
containing provisions for the [teimposition] col- 
lection of an income tax:

It was by his casting vote in the Com- 
mittee on Wars and Means that the bill has been or- 
dered to be reported Hie is believed to be the only 
Republican memferof eſther House of Congress who 
is in favor of reviving the income tax, creating a new 
brood of officeholders, ppd pains the land witb pimps. 
Sies, and inquisitors, to into the private affairs of 
the poopie, aad bringing “| te tralu il-feeling, pwebiic 
demoralization, and perjury. 

The biil as reported 1 did not favor, because of 


ite large reduction of the tax on tobacco, against 
which I had voted. It was agreed by the Commit- 
tee without opposition that the bill might be re- 
ported, members reserving to themselves the rigbt 


to support or oppose it. 

I voted for the income-iax section. The House 
had unmistakably expressed its judgment in favor 
of anincome tax. It had virtually instructed the 
Committee to report such a measure, by a vote of 
165 yeas for and bat 80 votes against, the follow- 
ing resolution: 

Resolved, That the Committee of Ways and Means be, 
and are hereby. instructed to report a bill {mposing a 
graduated tax upon tiie excess of income above a res 
sonable miniiyum to be fixed by law, and that seid bill 
be reported at the earliest practicable moment. 0 

So far from being the only Republican mem 
ber of either House of Congress who is in favor of 
reviving the income tax,’’ forty-nine Republicans 
voted for the paseage of that resolution. Of the 
fifty-five Republican Representatives from the 
States west of Ohio, forty voted for and but thir- 
teen against the resolution, while Representatives 
from the wealthy Eastern States generally voted 


against ut, without regard to party. 


That the latter and the Eastern metropolitan 
— speaking for those who have amassed great 
rtunes and enjoy ample incomes therefrom. 
shoald oppose this tax, is not unnatural. But would 
it be wise to attempt to make a party issuc upon 

this tax’ 

Thousands of Republicans in every district of 
the Northwest believe it to be just and equitable. 
The Supreme Court has pronounced it constitu- 
tional. The act of 1870 which excused those hav- 
ing incomes below $2,000 from making returns 
was not offensive unless to some of the income- 
tax payers. who in 1870 numbered but 1,760 in 
the whole State of [ilinois. 

While an income Jax ought not to be imposed to 
relieve tobacco smokers aud chewers from taxa- 
tion whenever additional revennes are required, 
jacomes are a faltet and tess burdensome subject 
of taxstion than tea and coffee aad the necessaries 
of life.

general support of the press. The Commis- 
sion, regarded in the outset with little less 
than scorn and contempt as a mere form of 
investigation without serious purpose, has 
grown in public favor until it has become a 
central object of attentive confidence. We 
do not hesitate to pronounce it the most 
important investigation ever undertaken by 
the Government, not even excepting that of 
Secretary Bristow touching whisky frauds. 
We therefore hail with especial satisfaction 
the growing interest in its support mani- 
fested by the press and the public. 


Observers of the drift of affairs in Europe 
cannot have failed to notice the peculiar 
motions of Austria. She has been hovering 
over Bosnia and Herzegovina like a hawk 
over a barn-yard fowl, gradually narrowing 
her circles until she is just on the point of 
swooping down on her prey. The dis- 
patches have expressed her intentions in a 
safe and ambiguous way. One day it is 
given out that Austria is on the point of 
concluding arrangements with. Russia by 
which Bosnia and Herzegovina will be 
handed over to the former country as the 
price of her assent to the Treaty of San 
Stefano. The next day this report is con- 
tradicted or pronounced premature.” Then 
it is announced that Austria has come to an 
understanding, the nature of which is not 
known, with Russia. Again it is said that 
Austria has not yet come t> terms, and so 
on. This process of feeling the public pulse 
has been carried to sucha point that Aus- 
tria is by this time well assured of her po- 
sition, and it will be strange if the arm of 
territory which with something like human 
affection now stretches around Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, does not soon close on them 
forever. 

THE NATIONAL SINKING FUND. 

By the act of 1862 it was provided that 
rom the revenues from customs there should 
be taken annually asum equal to 1 per cent 
of the maximum outstanding public debt, to 
be applied to a Sinking Fund for the pay- 
ment of the principal of that debt. In 1869 
the first formal step was taken in this matter 
of a Sinking Fund. The principal of the debt 
had been greatly reduced prior to that date, 
and since then there have been large reduc- 
tions of the principal of the public debt 


Fund. On the first of July, 1866, the recog- 
nized and recorded debt of the Government 
reached its maximum. It was then 
$2,773,236,174. On the first of July, 1877, 
the total debt was $2,060,158,223, including 
greenbacks, showing a reduction of $713,- 
077,951. 

In his annual report of December, 1876, 
Secretary Morriuu stated that a literal com- 
pliance with the act of 1862 would have re 
quired that the sum of $433,848,215 should 
have been applied to the Sinking Fund up to 
July 1, 1876; and Secretary Suerman a year 
later, adopting the same basis, stated that on 
July 1, 1877, the amount in the Sinking 
Fund should have been $475,318,889, when 
in fact, on the date named, the reduction of 


cash in the Treasury, amounted to $696, 273, - 
248, or $220,954,459 in excess of the 
amount then required by law for the 
Sinking Fund. Since then anothér year’s 
reduction of the debt has taken place, adding 
about $35,600,000 to the aggregate payment 
into the Sinking Fund, when the simple re- 
quirement of 1 per cent would be less than 
$21,000,000. 

The practical operation and growth of the 
Sinking Fund may not be generally under- 
stood, and a few words will explain it. The 
fund was begun in 1869 by the purchase of 
bonds equal to 1 percent of the debt on July 
1 of that year. The principal of these bonds 
was canceled and declared paid,“ but the 
interest on all the bonds purchased that year 
and for all succeeding years continues to be 
paid into the Sinking Fund. The additions 
to the Sinking Fund in the fiscal year 1877 
are thus stated :

The amount to be added for the present year 
will be about $34,000,000. It will be seen 
that the country continues to pay interest on 
all the debt paid since 1869. There were 
$24,000,000 of fractional currency redeemed, 
and this was turned over to the Sinking 
Fund, and on this the country will continue 
to pay interest so long as any part of the 
public debt remains unpaid. If this prac- 
tice be continued, the whole public dabt will 
be paid in full within forty years from this 
time. Each year the payments into the fund 
increase. The country is now paying in- 
terest on the same amount of debt on which 
it has paid from the beginning. The coun- 
try has been taxed to pay over $750,000,000 
of the principal of the debt, and continues 
to be taxed to pay interest on that liquidated 
principa:. 

This Sinking Fund being now seven years 


of 1862, the proposition to suspend further 
purchases of the debt on that account ought 
to meet with general approval by Congress. 
The suspension will not be a repeal of the 
Sinking-Fund act; it wili merely be a sus- 
pension of the purchase of a debt not due, 
and which the creditor is not asking to have 
paid. The suspending act might provide 
that in all cases where there shall be an 
actual surplus of revenue, that surplus might 
be applied to the reduction of the debt, but 
any further direct appropriations for that 
purpose should now be discontinued. Un- 
less this suspending act shal! pass, there will“ 
be collected from the people during the next 
seven years nefirly $300,000,000, to be applied 
to the purchase of the public debt. This is 
crowding the present generation rather se- 
verely. It is grievous taxation. It is keep- 
ing up the tax to pay the interest on the en- 
tire original interest-bearing debt when one- 
third of the whold debt bas been paid.

Congress should not hesitate to pass 
the suspending act, and put an end for the 
present to this unnecessary but oppressive 
payment demanded by no moral or legal 
obligation, but which is adding to the griev- 
ous burden of taxation under which the 
country is suffering. 


GERMANY’S DEMAND. 
Daring the war between Russia and 


Turkey, and the negotiations that have fol- 
lowed it between Russia and England, Ger- 
many has had considerable to say as a medi- 
ator about rights of others; she now 
appears about to say something for herself 
and to issue a caveat to England that will 
not be very welcome. The sudden mission 
of Count Von Mourxe to Copenhagen, fol- 
lowing so closely upon the preparations of 
England to send an ironclad fleet into the 
Baltic, is universally regarded as tantamount 
to an announcement of Germany to England 
that she must keep out of that sea. Geo- 
graphical position, Germany’s marine neces- 
sities, as well as the force of destiny, all 
point with unerriag certainty to the ultimate 
absorption of Denmark by Germany, and the 
latter’s invitation to her to close the Sound 
will not be disregarded. She is too weak to re- 
fuse the demand of her colossal neighbor, and 
even were she strong enough to hesitate, a 
refusal might hasten the process of absorp- 
tion. Apart from any considerations of this 
nature, however, it is not remarkable that 
Germany should express her unwillingness to 
allow English ironclads on the Baltic. That 
sea is virtually an inland lake connected with 
the high seas, that are the world’s property, 
by a narrow outlet, and belonging peculiarly 
to Scandinavia, Germany, and Russia, and 
neither Germany nor Denmark intends that 
it shall be occupied by a foreign Power for 
belligerent purposes. In like manner Russia 
and Turkey have looked upon the Black Sea 
as theircommon property, and have jealously 
guarded its waters against the armed vessels 
of any outside Power. The sentiment of 
Germany may be appreciated by what the 
sentiment of [Illinois would be in case it 
were possible for Canada and Michigan 
to get into trouble, upon  witness- 
ing Canadian gunboats cruising in Lake 
Michigan. That Germany has taken this 
position is significant in two ways. First, 
it shows that Germany for the first time con- 
siders herself strong enough to dictate to 
England and make this bold demand with 
the confidence that it will not be disregard- 
ed. Second, it shows unmistakably the drift 
of German sympathy that she should make a 
demand which speaks one word for herself 
and awhole volume for Russia, for, if the 
English fleet is kept out of the Baltic, Rus- 
sia can go to war with no concern for any 
_ damages that the powerful ironclads might 
inflict upon heron her northwestern coast. 
It must also bring home to England the un- 
welcome prospect that she is isolated from 
Continental help, and that, if she goes into 
the war, she must do so without an 
ally, unless it be the disabled Turk, 
who in his moribund condition can 
offer no valuable assistance. It is per- 
fectly evident, notwithstanding all the hopes 
held out by Austro-Hungary, that the latter 
has no intention of an active participation in 
the war, but has been waiting for such ag- 
grandizement as shall compensate her in the 
general partition. It is equally evident that 


Germany, although she comes bearing an 


olive branch, has no sympathy with England. 
With such odds against her, the war party in 
England will be likely to take a sober second 
thought and calculate the chances more crit- 
ically before they rush into a struggle 
with a victorious Power, with no certainty 
of assistance from any quarter: That there 
is a decided change coming over the English 
people is shown by the great peace meetings 
now being held in the centre and north of 
England. They prophesy the organization 
of a peace party strong enough to make itself 
felt. 


LET IT BE REORGANIZED. 

The inefficiency of Mr. H. B. James, 
„Chief of the Customs Division of the 
Treasury Department, rendered quite noto- 
rious by late developments, tends to provoke 
inquiry as to the exact character of the or- 
ganization of that branch of the Government 
service. Is the present organization calcu- 
lated to promote efficiency? Is it the best 
ossible organization? Or, rather, is it not 
about the worst possible organization ? 

The Customs Division is the most impor- 
tant branch of the Treasury Department. 
Nearly one-half the entire revenue collected 
is derived from customs. The receipts from 
customs for the year ending June 30, 1877, 
aggregated #130,000,000, while those from 
internal sources for the same period aggre- 
gated bat $118,000,000. 

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
is well nigh supreme in his Department. 
He is practically independent even of the 
. pe of the Treasury. He is the real 
head of his Department, and renders all the 
decisions necessary to the proper conduct of 
its business. He is next in rank to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, and receives a salary 
of $6,000 per annum; and yet his division 
for the year 1877 collected twelve million 
dollars less revenue than that derived from 
customs. The Commissionership of Inter- 
nal Revenue is deemed of such high impor- 
tance that great care is bestowed upon the 
selection of incumbents. Only men of wide 
experience in public or private life, of 
proved capacity, and of stainless repu- 
tation, are appointed to the position. 
How is it with the Customs Division? The 
laws governing the collection of customs 
dues are much more complicated than those 
governing the collection of internal dues. 
The internal revenue is mainly derived 
from two articles,—spirits and tobacco,— 
while the customs revenue is derived from 
more than a thousand articles, the rates of 
duty being specific, ad valorem, and com- 
pound. But, notwithstanding this fact, the 
Customs Division of the Treasury Depart- 
ment may be said to be without organization 
at all. It is nominally presided over by an 
official called the Commissioner of Customs. 
The person who is so fortunate as to hold 
the position receives $4,500 per annum, and 
is almost absolutely without responsibility. 
The name of the present incumbent is 
Hxxnr C. Jonxsox. He was appointed four 
years ago from Pennsylvania. Everybody 
knows Green B. Raum, Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, but who every heard,of 
HEXRT C. Jounson, Commissiongr of Cus- 
toms? Mr. Commissioner Jonxsox is ranked 
in the Treasury Department by a dozen 
officials. He has never, in the whole 
course of his official life, made a 
decision affecting the collection of 
the customs revenue or anything else. No 
authority of any importance is vested in 
him; he is a mere accounting officer. It 
was not so fifteen years ago. Formerly the 
Commissioner of Customs was the real head 


* 


ot his division, the official upon whom all 


customs officers in the country relied as 
chief, and whose authority was second only 
to that of the Secretary and Assistant Secre- 
tariesof the Treasury. But the ouice of Com- 
missioner of Customs has been gradually 
stripped of authority, until now the person 
who holds it has no more influence in his 
own division of the Treasury Department 
than the porter who sweeps his office. floor. 
It will be said that the Commissioner exer- 
cises as much authority as is devolved upon 
him by law. True, when the Treasury De- 
partment was organized, its chief busi- 
ness was the collection of the customs 
dues, and it seems to have been assumed 
that the Secretary and his two assistants 
could and would attend personally to all 
questions of administration arising in the 
Department. When the increase in Govern- 
ment functions caused by the growth of 
the country rendered this utterly impos- 
sible, the care of customs collections natur- 
ally devolved upon the Commissioner, and 
it was accordingly placed there. Why it 
was subsequently withdrawn and devolved 
upon a mere clerk has never been explained, 
and, we venture to say, cannot be success- 
fully explained by the Secretary who so 
shifted the burden of responsibility, or by 
any one of the long line of Secretaries who 
have permitted this anomalous condition of 
things to continue down to the present time. 
Mr. H. B. James is the ‘‘ clerk” upon whom 
rests the entire responsibility of collecting 
the customs revenue. And yet Mr. James 
is as utterly without ;legal authority as he is 
without legal responsibility. He may not 
sign his name to any official paper or letter 
of the Treasury Department. When he 
wishes to promulgate an order or render a 
decision he has it prepared, puts his initials 
in the corner, and the Secretary or an Assist- 
ant. Secretary sighs it as a matter of course. 
Now it is à fact that the Internal Revenue 
Division, has a responsible head, as we have 
shown, and it is a fact that in that division 
the revenue due the Government is success- 
fully collected. It is a fact, as we have 
shown, that the Customs Division has no 
responsible head (odow the Secretary), and 
it is a conceded fact that it collects only 
about four-fifths of the revenue due. Is it 
not time, then, to reorganize the Customs 
Division of the Treasury Department? 

There is inthe Treasury Department an 
anomalous division called the ‘‘ Secretary’s 
office.” It is extremely improbable that a 
Secretary of the Treasury created this divis- 
ion of his own motion. It was doubtless in- 
spired by a little coterie of ambitious young 
men who were placed in charge of its sub- 
divisions. It seems to be an ingenious de- 
vice for vesting the power of the Secretary 
in the hands of the young men aforesaid. 
Their style is that of clerks, but their pow- 
ers are those of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. r. H. B. James is one of these am- 
bitious Young men, or was when he reached 
his present position. He was ingenious 
enough to secure the position, and ingenious 
enough to keep it for a series of years; and, 
after he was unceremoniously kicked out on 
suspicion, he was mgenious enough to creep 
back into the place he coolly admits his in- 
capacity to fill acceptably. 

Why should not the Commissioner of Cus- 
toms be made the equal in authority and 
responsibility of the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue? Mr. James now exercises 
the authority and assumes the respon- 
sibility of the position for the sum of $2,400 
per annum. Commissioner Jonxsox receives 
$4,500 per annum. It Mr. Joxwnson is in- 
capable, let a capable man be found as his 
successor. It is a notorious fact that for 
years the New York Custom-House has been 
practically imdependent of the Treasury De- 
partment, and the reason of this fact is the 
other fact that the Customs Division of the 
Treasury Department has no responsible 
head. The Secretary must lodge respon- 
sibility with somebody. Why, should he 
ignore an officer appointed by the President 
by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, and lodge it in the hands of a mere 
clerk ? 


MR. BURCHARD AND THE INCOME-TAX 
BILL. 


Elsewhere we publish a letter from Mr. 
BurcHarp explaining and defending his ad- 
vocacy of the bill reported from his Com- 
mittee by his casting vote, reducing the to- 
bacco tax and imposing an income tax to 
make up the loss of tobacco revenue. 

We find it extremely difficult to reconcile 
some of Mr. Burcnuarp’s statements of his 
position with the facts. He says he did not 
favor the bill because of its reduction of the 
tax on tobacco; that he voted against such 
reduction, and that he voted for the income- 
tax section. These votes refer to the action 
of the Committee of Ways and Means when 
working up the details of the bill. But 
Mr. Burcowarp voted for the bill as 
finally reported to the House. The bill 
contains two principal sections. The 
first provides for a reduction of the tax on 
tobacco from 24 cents to 16 cents per pound, 
being a reduction of one-third of the tax. 
This would, it was seen, create a large deficit 
in the Government revenues, and to make 
good this Mr. Burczarp proposed Sec. 2 
reimposing the repealed income war-tax. He 
says he voted for that income-tax section,” 
so there is no dispute on that point. How- 
ever much or little he may have been 
opposed to the tobacco-reduction section, he 
accepted it in order to create an excuse for 
reimposing the income tax. He gave the 
casting voté in the Committee for the bill 
reducing the tax on tobacco and restoring 
the tax on incomes. Bear in mind the two 
things go together. If he had been really 
opposed to reducing the tobacco tax he 
would have voted against the bill, and his 
vote would have prevented its being reported.

This made a tie, and Burcwanp decided 
the question by voting with the Southern 
Brigadiers to remove the tax on tobacco and 
impose an income tax on the people of the 
North and West. His desire for the restora- 
tion of that odious, inquisitorial, demoral- 
izing, and perjury-breeding tax exceeded 
his opposition to the repeal of the tobacco 
tax. 

Mr. Burcuarp endeavors to shelter him- 
self behind a buncombe resolution of the 
House ‘‘instructing the Committee to re- 
port a bill imposing a graduated tax upon 
the excess of income above a reasonable 
minimum to be fixed by law.” But he doesn’t 
pretend that the Committee has obeyed that 
“instruction.” The bill reported is in no 
particular in accordance with the resolution 
of the House. The Committee was not in- 
structed to meddle with the existing low tax 
on tobacco, which is only 24 cents a pound, 


| whereas the English tax is 80 cents, and the 


German, French, Austrian, Russian, Span- 
ish, Italian, and Belgian tobacco tax range 
from the English rate to $2 a pound or 
more. Tb Committee went outside of its 
instructions, and therefore violated them. 
Nor did it “‘report a bill imposing a grad- 
uated tax,” as the resolution required, and 
in this respect, also, the Committee violated 
the instructions. In short, the bill reported 
is not covered by the resolution, is not the 
kind of bill the House called for, and Mr. 
Burcuarp cannot hide himself behind the 
resolution and pretend that he was simply 
obeying the instractions of the House. 

Nor will his plea avail him that other Re- 
publicans besides himself voted for the pas- 
sage of the resolution. The question is, 
How many Republicans will vote for the bill 
which his casting vote reported to the 
House? How many Republicans in Congress 
will vote with the Southern Brigadiers to 
remove*tax on tobacco in order to find an 
excuse for reimposing a tax on incomes? If 
there are any such, let their names be made 
known. We think the gentleman from the 
Fifth Illinois District will be found to stand 
alone. ; 

Mr. Burcmarp asks, ** Would it be wise to 
make a party issue upon this tax?“ We an- 
swer, the bill he has reported to the House 
is not a partyissue. It is certainly not a 
Republican measure; and Woop, of New 
York, Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee, and Pures, of Connecticut, 
who both voted against it, decline to make 
it a Democratic measure. Mr. Burcuarp 
confesses as much when he says that the 
members from the Eastern States generally 
voted against it, without regard to party.” 
The bill is supported by the Confederate 
Brigadiers for the purpose of removing the 
tax on tobacco, and then recouping the 
Treasury out of an income tax collected from 
the people of the North; and it is also sup- 
ported by such Western members as are 
seeking to curry favor with the Communists 
whose desire is to injure “‘ capitalists” as 
much as possible. 

A curious argument is presented by Mr. 
B. in favor of the tax. He says that the 
number of persons in [Illinois who in 1870 


returned incomes in excess of $2,000 was 


only 1,760. Is it probable that that was 
one-tenth of the number of such persons ? 
The fact is, the people had become so dis- 
gusted with the tax that they refused any 
longer to expose their private affairs, and 
refused to make any returns. They had sub- 
mitted to the inquisition as a patriotic duty 
during the War and for six years after it 
was over, and then they resolved to expose 
their private affairs no longer, as the neces- 
sity therefor had ceased. There was not 
enough revenue collected the last year of the 
tax in IIlinois and other Western States to 
pay the salaries of the hordes of Assessors 
and Collectors. And so it would be again if 
Burcuarp’s tobaccu-reducing-income tax 
bill were enacted. ‘The swarms of Federal 
Officials that would have to be appointed to 
collect the tax would devour in fees, costs, 
and salaries pretty much all the revenue that 
could be obtained under the law. Bat its 
search-warrant operations would be none 
the leas repulsive and damaging on that av- 
count. While the bill, if it passes, will not 
be permitted by the people to remain long in 
force, it will damn every member of Con- 
gress from the North who helps to place it 
on the statute-book.

he were not Knorr. Next he got very mad ata 
party by the name of MULLIGAN over some pri- 
vate letters that MULLIGAN happened to know 
about, and which Bains wished the gods had 
destroyed instead of destroying himself. Then 
he got mad at the Cincinnati Convention 
for not nominating him as the RKepub- 
lican candidate for the Presidency in 
the place of Hayrzgs. In short, BLAINE 
has been mad so much during the last 
two years that it is evident the gods 
are putting him through a preliminary sort of 
training to end in a final catastrophe, in accord- 
ance with the adage with which this paragraph 
begins. Senator Howz, of Wisconsin, is un- 
other public man that the gods are after in the 
same manner as BLAINE. He moves slower 
than the Maine man, because he is lazier aid 
older; but his anger endureth forever after the 
fires of his indignant wrath are once kindled. 
Nobody but How and the gods know exactly 
what he is angry about; and the public only ob- 
serves that he is uudergoing the necessary 
changes that must end in total eclipse and po- 
litical extinction, provided he is only kept mad 
long enough, The gods have deen consuited, 
and it is their opinion, privately expressed, that 
Howe will be ready to pass in his checks early 
next winter. Then there is the pride of New 
York, Senator CONKLING, who has been pre- 
vented a dozen times from making ‘the great 
forensic effort of his life because he was so 
mad with the President about the New York 
appointments that „he could not collect his 
thoughts. Evidently the gods have got the 
names of these three great statesmen down on 
their tiets, and will run them all through the 
miil that grinds slow but exceeding fine. 


Mail advices in regard to the strike of cotton- 
spinners in England contain little of interest 
in addition to what has already been printed. 
The comments of the English press on the 
causes of the strike are curious and ‘instructive. 
They suggest that the bad quality of English 
manufactures and the force of American com- 
petition have had much to do with the present 
distress. So long as American manufacturers 
rush cagerly into our markets, remarks the 
London News, ‘fighting eagerly to be allowed 
to sell at a loss, everybody engaged in the trade 
must suffer and make sacrifices.’’ The opera- 
tives are said to believe that the sole cause of 
the low prices is overproduction, but the news- 
papers generally argue that this theory is not 
sufficient to account forthe facts. The opera- 
tives again maintain that the proposed reduc- 
tion of 10 percent in wages will not reduce 
tne cost of forty yards of cloth more than two 
pence. The News, in answer to this, shows that 
two pence in forty vards is 200 pence in 4,000 


_ yards,—a sum well worth considering as a whole- 


sale profit. Moreover, the operatives do not 
make allowances for the reduction in running 
time, which, by keeping the machinery and 
capital idle, involvesa great additional loss. The 
bearing of this strike on the proposed reduction 
of the 40 per cent tariff-tax on cotton goods im- 
ported into this country is sufficiently obvious, 
At a time when American manufacturers are 
driving the English out of theirown markets 
with no tax to help them, they certainly ought 
to be able to bear a reduction in the tariff in- 
tended to prevent competition at home.

Comfort she sadly 
needed. She and her niece, according to an 
English paper, occupy one small back room, 
about thirteen feet square, in which there is 
scarcely any furniture. Lady Kin@SLAND’s 
bedstead is only an apology for this necessary 
picce of furuviture; and her niece has none at 
all, but sleeps on the boards at nicht, or rather 
in the morning, when she has finished her daily 
toll. Lady KI N OsLAN D has continued her 
needlework, but this she is obliged to cuntine to 
shirt-making. She is remunerated at the rate 
of 2d for each shirt made.“ Uow different a 
picture this is from that usually drawn of the 
life of au English Viscountess!

In his article on England and Her Colonies,” 
in the current number of the Princeton Review, 
Mr. FROUDS says some interesting things with 
regard to majorities and peaceful revolutions, 
as follows: 

We all hate violent revolutions. The will of the 
majority peacefully expressed answers all purposes 
in quiet times. Separate interests neutralize each 
other. and, on the whole, what the majority de- 
cides is probably the best under the circamstances. 
Bat it is far otherwise at those critical periods 
which decide the character of nations; when inter- 
ests push in one direction, and truth and honor in 
another. Then, voting“ is at fauk. Then, 
those are right who prefer justice at any cost, to a 
sound skin and a full pocket; and such persons are 
very rarely indeed ina majority. Few, very few, 
of the great beneficent changes which have taken 
effect in this worid had a majority for them before 
— were accomplished. If the Greeks had been 
polled at the Persian invasion, a majority 
would have decidedly voted that it was use- 
less to Oppose XERXES. XENXES, with his myriads 
of men, would infallibly eat them up. A 
majority in the Low Countries in the sixteenth 
century would have submitted to Purr II. In 
England, and even in Scotland, a count of heads 
would have gone for the maintenance of the mass 
and the Pope's authority, at least as late as the 
Armadatime. A majority in England would have 
restored CuaRnLes I. at the Treaty of Newport. 
All the fruit of the civil war would have been lost. 
and there would have been no Commonwealth and 
no Engijsh freedom. The serfs in Russia might 
have waited for emancipation for centuries, had 
ed waited to be liberated by vote. The Emperor 
decided that they should be free; and they are, and 
will remain. Before the Civil War in the United 
States, a majority would have voted ayainst the 
abolition of slavery. It was only in the five New 
England States that there was any unanimity of 
hatred forit. Mr. LincoLw was elected Prosident 
merely tarough a division in the opposing party; 
and Mr. LincoLN was not in favor of the abolition 
of slavery, but only against the extension of it. 
mf distinguished friend, the late Mr. Mor.ey, 
told me that if a pro-slavery President had been 
elected in Mr. Lincoun’s place, the New England 
States, and not the South, would have seceded: 
the New England Republicans would h ave resisted 


the tyranny of the majority as flercely as the 
reaisted. and with a nobler cause.

Gathering of Republican Leaders 
and Candidates. 


The State Central Committee Meets To-Day 
do Oonsider the Convention. 


Roeting of the Macky-Mucks of the National-Green- 
back-Industrial Party. 


They Brace Up Each Other with 
Glowing Accounts. 


THE REPUBLICANS. 


A LIVELY VISITATION OF STATE CANDIDATES. 

The corridors of the Pacific Hotel presented a 
more than usually animated appearance yesteraay 
afternoon and evening. The State seemed to have 
sent large delegations of Republicans from ail sec- 
tions, who had come to keep an eye an the pro- 
ceedings of the State Central Committee, which 
meets at that hotel this morning to fixa time and 
Pace for holding the coming State Convention. 
There was a good deal of gossip and a great 
deal of ear-whispering done among candidates 
and their friends. The great interest seems to lie 
in the fact whether there shall be an early or a late 
Convention. It can easily be surmised that the 
candidates want an early one. As it stands now, 
they are on the anxious seat. All of them have a 
full faith, tothe outside world, apparently, that 
they will be the successful nominees of the party; 
yet, at the same time, they are not altogether cer- 
tain. While their ¢lectioneering goes on for the 
nomination they are under a heavy expenditure, 
and also literally under the thumb of the 
men with influence.“ They all know 
that only one man can be nominated 
for an office by .the Convention. and 
hence there is an anxiety among them to know who 
the really successful party istobe. When this is 
decided, all the other fellows will put their thambs 
upon their purse-strings and regret the cash they 
have wasted upon & resultiess fight to them. 

On the other hand, both the members of the Com- 
mittee ana Kepublicans generally throughout the 
State differ materially upon the tme for holding 
the nominating State Convention. There are those 
who favor an early date, because they believe 
the Republicans are ‘osing ground by delay. 
They hold that there are those, in case 
the Convention is postponed, who will believe that 
the party is weakening, and afraid te stand up and 
fight, and hence will withdraw from active work. 

There are others who think a lat Convention 
will be just the thing fortne Republicans. They 
hold that now there are two State tickets in the 
field, —Democratic and National,—and mat one is 
blackguarding the other, and neither bas any real 
merit, because both platforms are weak. They believe 
in waiting at least until after Congress aijourns, 
so that they may know exactly where to strike. 
Furthermore, they argue that, while the Repubite- 


: 


ans have no ticket in the field, the Democrats 


and Nationals will have no heads to hit on taat 
side save their own, and as they are fast killing 
each other the Republicans are gaining prepor- 
ionately. An early Convention could not benefit 
the party in general, because an active campaign 
COUN not be set in motion until cold weather com- 
mences. They believe in a sharp, short, and de- 
— canvaigu, and hence favor the late Con ven- 
tion. 

“LUCIUS B. CROOKER, 
the fat and hap Mendota State Senator, looks 
hopefally to a re eleetlon, and he wus around 
alive and jolly as ever last evening. He thinks, or 
at least his friends say, that « 
seat in Congress’ would be more accepta- 
ble to him th going back to the 
State Senate. Tom Needles, the little natty, 
bristling State Auditor, ooks upon an early Con- 
vention as a sure indicaton of success. There is 
M. B. Castle. of SandWic,, and Charley Blanch- 
ard, of Ottawa. who dort \hink they have an opin- 
ion. but will be satisfied with whatever the Com- 
mittee decides upon. Were anxious to havea 
Republican State Legisiatire ext fall, and to have 
Dick Oglesby retained in he United states Senate. 
Then there is Joba M. Hanilton, or Bloomington. 
He thinks an early Conxemion woud be an advan- 
tage to the pefty, since 4 would wow who its 
standard-besrers are to be.

For Superintendent of Public Instruction there 
is a host of candidates. Aurora sends forth her 
worthy champion in the person of Prof. W. B. 
Powell. He was the candidate of 1874, and was 
defeated by Etter, the present incumbent, and can- 
didate for re-election on the Democratic ticket. 
Then there are Henry L. Boltwood, of Princeton, 
Bureau County, formerly Principal of the High 
School there; Prof. E. L. Wells, of Ogie County, 
who was a candidate for the nomination four years 

o; Prof. 8. H. White, of Peoria; Dr. Nevins, 
of Jacksonville, preacher und teacher, who does 
not appear to have much strength. A. McLaugh- 
lin, of Springfield, politician and gentleman, once 
Secretary of the Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sion: Dr. R. C. Ross, of Carbondale, a prac- 
tical teacher. Last of all comes Dr. Newton Bate- 
man, of Galesburg, who was State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction for sixteen years. He has 
both experience and ability. 

The candidates for Clerks of the Supreme Court 
are not so numerous. There are mentioned in the 
Northern Division Gen. E. F. Dutton, 
of DeKalb, and John UH. Emery, of 
Peoria, assistant editor of the Transcript. 
For the Centra] Division, M. B. Converse and 
John P. Baker, of Springfield. are both willing to 
sacrifice themselves. For the Southern District 
there are not many candidates offering, because 
this section is too Democratic. Jo P. Roberts, 
of Carbondale, and F. W. Fletcher. of Centralia, 
are mentioned as the candidates. 

Col. A. C. Babcock, the Chairman of the Com- 
mittee, had not arrived last night. He is expected 
to arrive this morning. 

John W. Bunn is stated to be not unwilling to 
run asa dark horse on the Treasurership, and, in 
case of an emergency, Hamburger would withdraw 
in his favor. Then there are trades talked of,— 
some in the in the interest of Senator Oglesby, and 
some in favor of John A, Logan. None of them, 
however, have any definite basis. 

Riageway is said to be anxious to combine with 
Bateman's friends, but neither professes to know 
anything about it.

BIOGRAPHICAL. 
A REMARKABLE CAREER. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 
New Youk, May 1.—In its account of John Mor- 


risey's life the New York Tunes prints the follow- 
ing: 

„John Morrissey was the only son of Timothy 
Morrissey, and was born at ——ͤ 8 County 
‘Tipperary. Ireland, on the 12tn 2828 

y-la- 
borer, came to the United States when John was 
only 3 years of age, and took up his residence in 
Troy, where he continued to live ana work asa 
laborer till his don was in à position the support 
him. So late as 1874 the old gentleman was alive 
and hearty; never having known aday’s sickness, 
without a gray hair on his head, and not requiring 
to use spectacies—though 85 years of age. John 
Morriasey’s school education was comprised 
in the attendance of a common school 
for one year, during which time, as he himself 
admitted, he learned more mischief than letters. 
It was not till he was 19 years of age that he was 
seized with a desire to learn to read and write, and 
it wili surprise many to learn that he taught him- 
self. The elder Morrissey having seven little 
girls to support as well as his boy, and only earn- 
ing 81 or 10 shillings a day, was necessarily com- 
pelled to put bis son to work as early in life as 

ossible. When 12 years old, therefore, his fami- 
i. having moved over the river from West to East 
Prov. and taken up their residence in Ferry strvet,

in Orr’s wall-paper factory, at the handsome es 
of $1.25 a week. In those days the printing of 
wall-paper was all done by hand, and Morrisesey’s 
employment consisted in brushing the color on to 
the cloth on which the printer pressed his wood- 
cut blocks in order to trausfer the color to the ba- 

r. Morrissey worked in Orr's factory for two 
years, and then went into the rolling-mill of the 
Burden Iron- Works, where he had to seize the 
red-hot bars with nippers as they came finished 
from the rolls and draw them away to the cooling 
place. Morrissey worked for one year in the iron- 
works, receiving $2.50 a week. John C. Heenan 
werked in the same shop with him. In 1846 
he went into the stove-foundry of Johnson, 
Cox & Co., where he worked as a helper in the 
molding-room for twoyears. While there he as- 
sisted in making bomb-shells for the Government 
to be used in the Mexican war. In those days the 
stove foundries of Troy always lay idle during 
the three winter months. Johnson, Jox & Co.. 
therefore, filled up this vacant period of their busi- 
ness year during tbe war by taking contracts for 
bomb-shells. By this time orrissey, who 
was, even in thosedays, built like a young bail, 
began to take an active part in the local faction 
disputes of Troy, andin 1848 he was already one 
of the most prominent ‘rounders’ of the city. 
There were, at that time, two parties among the 
young roughs ard rowdies of Troy, known 
as ‘Up-Town’ and ‘ Down-Town.' Young as 
he was. Morrissey was the leader, or, as 
he used to express it, the ‘chiet devil’ of 
the * Down-Town' party. John O' Rourke and 
John Mackey, aged 24 and 26 respectively, were 
the leaders of the ‘Up-Town’ gang. The quar- 
rele and nghts between these two gangs were inces- 


O’ Rourke was well known among his 


wundirg country. In the fall of 1848, John Mor- 
Tasey accidentally encountered O' Rourke in the 
Dare which there was then atthe lower end of 
Fotth street, and O Rourke, who was partially in- 
toXiated aud in a quarrelsome frame of mind, 
strue. Morrissey witnout any provocation. They

Still, O’Rourke’s party were not content to submit 
to an unconditional surrender, and Morrissey h 
to fight all of O’Rourke’s chaen comrades one 
after another. These fights were eight in number, 
and were ail fought during the ensuing year. Mor- 
rissey was a triumphant victor in ail, and, though 
only 18 years of age, bis name and achievements 
were the subject of discussion and notoriety in 
sporting circles in every State in the Union. 
John Morrissey was fairly estaclished as 
atme man. During these two years, 1848 and 
1-43. “orrissey was a deck-band on me North 
River 6le-..yoat Empire, plying between New 
York and ABer, of which Capt. Smit), whose 
daughter Morrissey married in 1854, was die com- 
mander. Whilea deck-hiund. his wages were $15 
a month, but his perquisites teom parcel, bag- 
gage, etc. (there were no express companes in 
tnose days), raised this sum up to $50 or N00 a 
month, according to weather and season. 

OFF FOR CALIFORNIA. 

In 1850 Morrissey gave up steamboating, having 
become inoculated with the California fever of 
1810, and to California he determined to go, in 
search of that fortune which he did not see his way 
to making in Troy. A young man named Daniel 
Cunningham, afterward weil known in New 
York as Dad Cunningham, and noto- 
rious for having shot and killed one 
Patrick McLaughlin, better known as Fu- 
deen,“ determined to accompany him. 
They made a joint purse of their funds, amount- 
ing in all to $13, and, with this sum, the two pro- 
posed, by hook or by crook, to reach San Francis- 
co. Their first. step was to steal a ride to New 
York on a freight train; their second to stow 
themselves away on board the Pacific Mail steamer, 
then onthe point of leaving port. After the ves- 
sel had been three days at sea, they were discov- 
eréd among the steerage passengers when the 
officers came round to collect the tickets. The 
stow-aways were requested to ‘step up to the 
Captain's office and settle.“ inthe strictest sense 
of the expression. Nothing undaunted, the two 
young Troy roughs replied to the Captain's inter- 
rogatories that they had no tickets and no money, 
and that they had deliberately left home with the 
intention of stealing their way to San Francisco. 
The Captain, (Capt. Schenck, brother of Gen. 
Robert Schenck, who was the United 
States Minister to the Court of 
St. James during the Presidency of Gen. Grant), 
however, assured them that they had little chance 
of seeing San Francisco. as he should certainly take 
them back with him to New York, and make them 
work their passage, too, in the coal-bunkers. He 
was deaf to ali appeals, and curtiy dismissed them 
fromthe cabin. This was anex¢eedingly awkward 
position for the emigres to be im and one out of 
which they determined to get, if possible, —to tignt 
their way out, if necessrry. The latter contin- 
gency, though only to be adopted as a last resort, 
would not have deen a difficult matter, as the ves- 
sel was crowded with roughson their way to the 
gold diggings, all or any of whom would have en- 
joyed the getting them ashore in spite of the offi- 
cers. But fate, or 

MORRISSEY’S RECKLESS CARELESSNEGS, 
Was against them. Morrissey must needs get into 
a wrangle with one ‘Jim’ Hughes, a leader of one 
of the gangs of rougbs. Hughes insulted a gentie- 
man, one of the first cabin passengers, who was 
walking the deck with a lady on bis arm, and when 
the gentleman remonstrated with him for his be- 
havior, Hughes struck him a heavy blow in the 
face. Morrissey took the part of the gentleman, 
who, with the lady, escaped from the scene as 
quickly as possible, declared Hughes’ conduct an 
outrage, and but for the interfetence of the officers 
would have fought Hughes there and then. The 
altercation ended oy the giving and accepting of a 
challenge to fight a duel with revolvers so soon as 
they could get ashore after the vessel should cast 
anchor in Chagres Bay. Hughes, who appears to 
have been an arrant coward with pistols, accepted 
Morrissey's challenge in the hope and belief that 
Capt. Schenck would not allow him and Cun- 
hingham to leave the vessel, but would keep them 
in irons on board, as he had threatened, in order 
to be sure of taking them back to New York with 
him. But Mr. Hughes reckoned without his host. 
He did not know the resources, reckless deter- 
mination, and fearlessness as to consequences, of 
the manhe had quarreled with. Before Cant. 
Schenck could get his anchor down on his arrival, 
any number of boats, rowed by natives, had put 
of to her.

Their 
luck was good, and by the time they nad been six 
weeks at Panama, r not only lived and en- 
ny themselves, but gradually accumulated 
$700. One night, knowing that a steamer was to 
sail in two days, and being most anxious to get on 
to San Francisco, — determined to have a grand 
flutter with their $700, hoping to realize sufficient 
to enable them to buy two tickets, the price for 
which was $2,500. They went to the bank, played 
high, and soon lost every dollar they had. To use 
John Morrissey's own expression in such cases, 
they were ‘flat broke, and were compelled again 
to discuss the possibility of getting on board the 
steamer as stow-aways. It was a difficult anes- 
tion to settle. There lay the steamcr Panama 
two miles away from the shore, and with an 
army of sentinels keeping watchful cuard against 
intruders. To sneak on board at night was their 
only chance, and they determined to hazard the 
venture. About 10 o'clock at night they strolied 
down to the beach, stole a boat, and quickiy row- 
ed out into the stream in the direction of the 
steamer. They nad got within fifty yards of the 
Panama when a sentry bailed them: ‘Who comes 
there?” They — rowing, but made no an- 
ewer. The next moment the sentry discharged his 
musket at them, and they turned the nose of their 
boat round and hurried back to shore; mooring and 
fastening the boat where they had found her, and 
no one being any the wiser the next morning as to 
the use to which she had been put. The Panama 
was to sail the next night, and something must be 
done, as they were without a cent in the world. 
The morning and afternoon came and went by 
without presenting any available opportunity: but 
during the evening they managed to get on board a 
freight tender which was going out to the vessel. 
On getting alongside the Panama, Morrissey and 
Cunningham seized a large packing-case, and, in 
the flurry and bustle, succeeded in losing them- 
selves in the crowd of passengers instead of return- 
ing to the tender, after having deposited their 
burden on the steamer's deck.

The fight took place on Mare Isiand on the — of 
August, 1852, aud Morrissey won after fighting 19 
minutes. The following November Morrissey re- 
turned East, and, coming to New York, was 
matched to * Tom Hyer, the champion of 
America, for $10,900 a side. This match. how- 
ever, fellthrough. Hyer claimed that his friends 
had taken up Morrissey’s challenge to fight any 
man in America without his knowie or sanc- 
tion. He declinea to fight. and paid forfeit of $250 
to Morrissey. On the — of October, 1853, Mor- 
rissey fought ‘ Yankee’ Sullivan for $1,000 a side. 
Ihe battle took place at Chatham Four Cor- 
ners, and was won by Morrissey in 57 
minutes. Sullivan dispiayed great skill and 
courage, and punished his burly antago- 
nist fearfully. But, as he himself is re- 
ported to have said after the fight was over, Tou 
might as well hit a brick wall as hit that on 
the head.’ At this time Morrissey was keeping a 
sporting-house on Broadway, known as the Gem, 
near the old Broadway Theatre, but he soon after- 
ward removed to Leonard street, where he opened 
a public house, and which he kept for two years. 
No games were played in this house. It was while 
keeping this house that his serious difficulty with 
‘Bill’ Poole arose. An altercation, having its 
origin in some dispute about the Native American 
party, in which Poole was a prominent map, re- 
sulted in Poole and Morrissey agreeing to fights 
‘rough-and-tumble’ fight (a style of fighting in 
which Poole was unsurpassed) on the dock at the 
foot of Amos street. orrissey went to the ren- 
dezvous unattended; Poole had his gang with him. 
The fight began, and the men were soon 
on the ground, the Poole men taking ad- 
vantage of Morrissey’s being down to kick 
him in a most brutal and cowardly manner. 
Poole never would fight Morrissey again or offer 
any satisfaction for he unfair conduct of his 
friends. He was shot and killed in the same year 
by Lew Baker, in the Stanwix Hall, Broadway. 
In 1855 Morrissey sold out bis place in Leonard 
street, and did nothing till 1857. 

HIS FIGHT WITH HEBNAN. 
‘* That year John C. Heenan came on from Call- 
fornia, and his friends were very anxious to make a 
match for him with Morrissey. Morrissey, how- 
ever, was tired of fighting, and his family, who 
were very averse to his sgain entering the ring, 
persuaded him to go to Troy. Heenan's friends 
followed, and at last succeeded in making a match 
for 82, 500 a side and the championship of Ameri- 
ca. The battle was fought at Long Point, Canada, 
in October, 1858. and resulted in the defeat of 
Heenan in twenty-one minutes. On entering 
the ring Morrissey declared that, win or lose, 
it was the last time he would ever enter 
a prize-ring. He kepthis word. After the fight 
with Heenan he returned to New York, and in-the 
spring of 1859 he opened a sporting-house on 
Broadway, waere he made a good deal of money. 
In 1860 he went to England to witness the great 
figit between Sayers and Heenan. He also paid a 
visit to Ireland in the same year. In 1861, when 
the War broke ont, be began to dabble in Wall 
street. During the great mse in Harlem in 1863, 
when the Common Council of New York thought 
to corner Vanderbilt by rescinding the city orai- 
nance authortzing him to extend the H n River 
freight line from Thirty-firet street to John's 
Park, Morrissey was caught with the rest, and 
lost $50, 000. —every dollar he had. In 
the summer he borrowed some money 
and went down to Saratoga, where he 
bad a club-house which he had built in Matilda 
street in 1862. He made some money there, and 
also was successful in Wall etreet, and was soon on 
his pecuniary legs again. In i864, 1865, and 
1866, his operations in Wall street were very 
heavy, and he realized large sums of money. 
POLITICS AND SPECULATION, 

In 1866 he was elected to Congress from the 

Fifth District of New Lor City. ‘eéngh not am- 
bitious of legislative honors, he always said. that 
he was determined to accept the nominatitt? afd 
get elected if possible, simply because people said 
that he was not a proper person to go to Congress. 
In 180d he was elected by 2,700 majority. In 
1868 his majority amounted to 13,000. He always 
spoke with warmth and gratitude of the kindness 
and consideration with which he was treat- 
ed in Congress, and he used to say that in no 
one instance was he refused any favor that 
he requesfed either by the President or by any of 
bis Cabinet officers. He never attempted any great 
speech, being fully aware of his own capabilities. 
On the ever-memorabie Black Friday, Morrissey 
was caught very heavily in New York Central, his 
losses on that day alone amounting to „000. 
This loss not only sucked up ail his own ready 
money, but necessitated his borrowing a little to 
make up the amount. But he settled every Wail 
street difference without favor. During the season 
of 1870 he opened his new club-house at Saratoga, 
which he nad — unis ned at a cost of $250, 000. 
It is undoubtedly the finest building. devoted to 
its especial purposes, in the world. On New- Year's 
Day, 1871, at his house in West Twenty-fourth 
street, he organized the political move- 
ment known as the Young Democracy. 
for which, after the passing of the Tweed 
charter at Albany in the ensuing spring, be was 
expelled from Tammany Hall. After the defeat of 
Tweed and the overthrow of the Ring in the fall of 
1871, the reorganization of Tammany Hal) was 
carried out, Mr. Morrissey was included in the 
new roll of members, and soon began to take a 
very active part in the management of its aiffairs, 
till, in the fail elections of 1873, he shared ith 
Mr. Kelly the leacership of Tammany. At that 
time he boasted that though he had always been 
actively interested in politics, and had nt 
$200, 000 in politics, still he had never held office 
in New York, had never had any contract with the 
city, had never nada warrant or draft upon the 
City Treasury. and had never, either honestly or 
dishonesily, made one dollar out of the City of 
New York,” 
In 1875 Morrissey again became a candidate for 
State honors, and defeated John Fox. Tammany 
cundidate,in the Fourth Senatorial District, by over 
4,000 majority. He served with credit. opposing 
Tammany measures effectualiy. Last fall he 
might have been easily re-elected in the Fourth 
District, bat chose to fight John Kelly in the Sev- 
enth, comprising the most aristocratic portion of 
the city. His victory will be remembered as the 
feature of the State campaign. It cost him his 
life. From the day of his election tothat of his 
death he was seeking to escape the consequences 
of doing political work night and day, when he 
should have been in oed. Morrissey defeated 
Kelly and killed himself.

CITY SCRIP. 


Arguing the Matter Before the Four Judces. 

The case of Fuller vs. The City of Chicago, to 
test the legality of the city scrip, came up yester 
d morning before Judges Williams, Booth, 
Rogers, and McAllister, sitting in banc in Judge 
Rogers’ room. The Fuller bill was filed Monday 
to enjoin the city from isening this scrip, and the 


case came ud on demurrer filed by the city’s coun- 
sel. 


Mr. Edward Robey appeared for the com- 
plainant, and Corporation-Counsel Bonfield and 
Sidney Smith for the city, 

The proceedings were commenced by Mr. Roby's 
reading the bill. , 

MR. BONFIELD 

followed. The question raised, said he, was one 
of extreme importance. The position of the com- 
plainant was that the city, having arrived at the 
limit of its indebtedness under the Constitution of 
the State, could not become indebted any further 
in any manner nor for any purpose, and that the city 
bad no power to issue renewal warrants in anticipa- 
tion of the coilection of revenue, This all 
meant that, if the city could not continue its func? 
tions by means of this scrip and these warrants. 
there was no legal way known. to the law as it ex- 
isted to-day, by which the functions of govern- 
ment could be continued. He would say authori- 
tatively that, ifthe officers of the City Govern- 


ment could not carry on the functions of 
that Government under the law, as clearly 
defined, they certainly had no desire to 


continue in their positions by any evasions of the 
law asitexisted. Under the decisions of the n- 
preme Court. he took it that the city had implied, 
clear power to issue revenue warrants, and carry on 
the government by that means if sufficient. It was 
admitted that the fiscal year commencea Jan. 1 
and ended Des, 31 of each year. The appropria- 
tion ordinange Was passed in March, 1878, as pre 
scribed by the statute. 

ON THE QUESTION OF THE rowER TO ISSUE THIS 

SCRIP

Judge McAliister—Except with regard to making 
the warrants receivable for taxes. 

He 
then proceeded to read from Dillon on Municipal 
Corporations, to the effect that such vouchers were 
necessary to the carrying on of city governments. 
He followed this with a reading of the act of 1872. 
amended July 1, 1877, providing that the revenue 
for city purposes shall be collected in gold and sil- 
ver coin, United States legal-tenders, cur- 
rent National Bank notes, City Comptroller's, 
City Auditor's, or City Clerk's warrants, or 
orders on the City Treasury. In this, said Mr. 
Bonfield, lay the authority for making this scrip 
receivable for taxes. This warrant was simply an 
equitable assignment of the debt when collectea, 
and not a debt, because it came strictly within the 
appropriation for the current year. To sustain 
this point, Mr. Bonfield referred at some length to 
the authorities. 5 

MR. ROBY 

followed for Judge Fuller. He was met, he said, 
by the statement that the city must be conducted 
by the issue of scrip or stop, and that there was no 
desire to proceed illegally on the part of the cor- 
ration. He was giad to hear this last statement. 

he circumstances of the city were the growth of 

These warrants bad been 
issued, the statute authorized their being made re- 
ceivable for taxes, and it now devolved upon him 
to show that the practice was illegal. After. reading 
from his brief to the effect, in short. that certificates 
should not be issued, and no expenses should be 
made before the. money was injthe Treasury, and 
that the appropriation of one year is made to pay 
the expenses of the next, Mr. Roby referred to 
the decision in the Board of Public Works ye.

Mayor and Comptroller, who might borrow money 
fot current expenses during that time and de- 
termine what those expenses should be. 

At this stage of the proceedings, a recess was 
taken for one hour. 

On resaming his argument in the afternoon Mr. 
Roby referred at length to the law and authorities, 
and said that he had failed anywhere to find any- 
thing to authorize the spending of money before 
its collection. It was adsurd to construe the 
statute so that money was in the Treasury, when it 
could never get there, andabsurd to act on the 
hypothesi« that money was in the Treasury, when 
not more than 85 per cent could be obtained by 
the Collectors, and one-tenth of that must be con- 
sumed in paying interest. The road and bridge, 
city and village, and general revenue acts were 
passed at the same time and went into force the 
same day, and no power was given to anticipate

Five per cent of the 
taxes every year were wholly lost by reason of in- 
solvency or temoval, and 1 per cent was lost on 
account of errore and abatements, and all the 
taxes thus lost never were in contemplation of law 
or fact in the Treasury. The law contemplate the 
fact that on the Ist of January, 1878, for instance. 
the taxes of 1878 were notin the Treasury, and 
provided for their coliection by tax sales, suits. etc. 


The city, in short, stood creditor for persons 
whose duty it was to pay taxes. Some would 
be collected, but more would not, and in 


contempiation of law the moneyfor the tax of 
1878 was no more in the City Treasury from Janu- 
ary to the present time than was the capital of a 
private corporation, representea by book-accounts, 
notes, and mortgages, to be considered as collect- 
ed, or in the condition of cash. 
WITH REGARD TO THE FISCAL YEAR, 
Mr. Roby held that it commenced by law at the 
annual election. If the burden of taxation was to 
be uniform, the time for levying taxes must be 
fixed by the law-making power, and could not be 
Gelegated to various individuals, nor could it be 
changed as to diflerent municipalities in the State. 
Sach a change was no subject of municipal legisla- 
tion, and belonged only to the Legisiature of the 
State. The exercise by the Common Council of such 
power would be equivalent to local legislation, and 
was clearly against such decisions as he had been 
able to findon the subject.

It was the law 
which was responsibie, and if this was the penalty 
of the utterly lawless course of city finances from 
1870 tothe present time, the Court had no more 
option in inflicting the penalty than it could have 
in hanging a murderer.

Or. D’Ungér’s Remedy for the 
Liquor Appetite. 


It Is Accessible iu Chicago, and Is 
Not So Very Costly. 


Practical Druggists Deny Many of the 
Doctor’s Statements. 


About a week ago there appeared in Tur Tais-

In the letter referred to there is also contained 
certain information in regard to the value and me- 
dicinal proverties of cinchona, But the principal 
point made by the writer wasthat no other bark 
than Cinchona rubra was of any avail, and thatthia

ALMOST IMPOSSIBLE TO OBTAIN. 

On this subject he sad: Thus it is that we have 
Ciachona flava (yellow Dark), Cinchona pallida 
(pale bark), Cimchona rubra (red bark), etc. Be- 
sides, in the way of adulterations, there are hosts 
of falsé or Carthagenian barks, Payta bark, Chinese 
bark, eétc., a description of which would 
fil Tae Trinvxe. Chemical experiente has 
developed the fact, however, that red bark yields 
from. two to three and seven-eighths of the 
active principle, pure cinchonia, and less than one- 
half per cent of quinine; whereas yellow bark 
yields less than One-twelfth of cinchonia, bat 
about 2 percent of quinine. The truth is, there 
is no artlele tn the market so affficult to procure as 
genuine Cinchona rubra, or pure red bark: and it 
is safe to say that not one druggist out of five hun- 
dred is able to distinguish the difference between 
it and the more than fifty varieties of counterfeit 
42 which have been either mixed with it or sold 
or it.”

To the Editor of The Tribune. 
GLENWoop, April 26.—You gave the Citizens’ 
Association and Assessors a good shot about 
cash value in Tux Tripuns of April 25. I 


cash te buy 100 cents of another kind of cash, and 
both a lawful tender for the kindof property I 
was trying to value. Allow afew suggestions as 
to equalization. The State Board is a necessity, 

under the present system, but they undertake to 
equalize too much. If they would equalize by 
counties, and raise or lower all property of a county 
by the same percentage, the counties could very 
soon regulate the inequality of their assessment. 
If their Assessors value town lots. acre property, 

or personal property at different rates, they can 
put them out, and elect men who will 
adopt uniform rates. In counties that have 
adopted township organization the Assessors are 
elected by the towns, they must meet with the 
Supervisors and Town Clerk to revise and correct. 

the County Board must revise and correct, and, 
when so corrected, let that be the assessment of 
the county as to uniformity of value in the county. 

The number of. acres and their value, the number 
of town lots and their value, the number of horses 
and their value, the number of cattieand their 
value. and so of all the different kinds of property 
enumerated on the schedules, can be reported to the 
State Board as now, so that they may judge how 
the county has been assessea. We pay town tax 
as towns, county tax as counties. Way not raise 
or lower by towns and counties? This wouid bring 
the remedy nearer home. Under the present sys- 


tem, when the assessment of a town or 
county is jerked out of gear by 
the workings of the State Board with their

Without making a chemical analysis we 
cannot tell what proportion of valuable alkaleids is 
contained in any one parcel of bark. But 
the way we do is this: There are two 
manufacturers of quinine in the United States, — 
Messrs. Powers & Weightman, and Rosengarten & 
Sons. bothof Philadelphia. ‘These firms buy bark 
subject to analysis, and employ competent men to 
conduct the work. Such bark as does not contain 
enough quinia for their use they reject, and it is 
thrown upon the market. When we want a supply 
of bark, be it red or yellow, we send an order to 
one of these firms and they send us what the order 
calls for. 

That is to say that you rely upon the business 
standing of the firm with whom you deal, in the 
same way as your customer, the retailer, relies 
upon you! 

Just so; we have to do that in regard to chem- 
icals generally. We cannot tell what the con- 
stitnent properties of a certain drug may be simply 
by looking at it. But any man who has had a | 
experience can form an idea as to the quality o 
bark by its appearance, in the same way as a dry- 
goods man can judge of silk ora grocer of sugar.

good bark and sell it to your customers, the public 
must get hold of it ultimately?”

SITTING BULL. 
SOMETHING THAT APPEARS LIKE DEFINITE IN- 
FORMATION 
in regard to the movements of Sitting Bull and his 
allies was heard yesterday at Army Headquarters. 
A communication was received by Gen. Sheridan 
from Gen. Nelson Miles, dated at Fort Keogh, 
April 2, bearing what were said to be overtures 
from Sitting Bull, who is now looking forward to 
a peaceable settlement of his difficulties, and 
wants to come back tothe fold. In this letter it is 
stated that one Ed Lambert, a half-breed, living 
north ofthe Missouri, communicated to Miles a 
message to the effect that Crow Shield and 144 
head soldiers and Chiefs had been sent to 
ask what kind of a peace the United 
States Government would make withthem. They 
have heard that Gen. Miles was about to build a 
st on Milk River, and Sitting Bull was of opin- 
on wnat the building of such a post would only re- 
sult in inflicting punishment on friendly Indians 
for what was his (S. B.'s) fault. 8. B. proceeds 
to say that the Great Father is too rich to ask from 
the Indians their little ponies and poor guns. They 
gay, says he, that when his people get into an 
Agency they can't get enough to eat. without these 
guns and pouies. Gen. Miles adds that he cannot 
say how much reliance is to be placed in these 
overtures, or as to the trustworthiness of 
the revort. He remarks that the reference to 
not baving enough,” etc., has a decided air of 
Indian divlomacy, and adds that Lambert gives it 


as his opinion that ff the Indians made no peace, 


they are simply waiting forthe grass to grow, and 
then several tribes will join them in an expedi- 
tion, —that is to say, they will be in better shape to 
fight. 

In response to this, Gen. Miles sends word that 
if the hostile Indians desire to bo peaceable, an 
amicable settlement can be effected between the 
whites and the reds. The Indians are to surrender 
their guns and ponies used in war, and will re- 
ceive in exchange cattle and other property 
of value. What he told them seventeen 
months ago he repeated,—and the Indians 
have found it to be true, — namely: 
that they could not remain in that country as hos- 
tiles. If inclined to be friendiy. the Government 
would treat them in a friendly way. IF not, other 
posts would be built in taat country. 

A letter was also received at headquarters from 
Maj. Guido liges, in reference to & communication 
from Maj. Irvine, which contains information of 
the whereabouts of Sitting Bull and his band, and 
the Sioux who have recently cscaped from the 
American side of the line. belonging to Crazy 
Horse’s band. Maj. Irvine informs Maj. 
ges that the hostiles on the Canadian 
side number about 1,000 lodges, and that 
they are gathering into one big camp. They pro- 
fess no desire to recross the lime, but Maj. Irvine 
disclaims any actual knowledge of their intentions 
He says he has visited Fort Benton Post to submit 
the proposition to return 

THE NEZ PERCES, 

numbering about 100, back to the United States, 
and asks if, in the event of the return of this band, 
the Government wiil assure their proper protection 


and safe transportation to their destination. He 


further aske if it will be desirable to have the Cana- 
dian authoritics disarm the Indians before recross- 
ing the line, and whether the Canadian authorities 
can guarantee future safety and forgiveness of sins 
the United States on the part of these 
children of nature. 

It is generally believed that these Nez Perces are 
held by force iu the hostile camp, and are not per- 
mitted to depart for the United States. 

Maj. Irvine says he will, after receiving an 
answer from the American authorities, astertain 
the wishes of the Nez Perces, and see that they 
are safely conducted over the border. Meanwhile, 
he will prevent the Indians from crossing. 

Maj. Irvine's letter to Mal. lives at Fort Benton, 
Montana, is dated rort Walsh. Cypress Hills, 
March 20. Init he says he returned on the 27th 
from the Canadian post at the cast end 
of the hills, about sixty miles east of Fort 
Walsh. where he found a camo of American hostile 
Soux—425 lodges. About 200 of them had just 
crossed the line. The remainder were under 
Bear Cap and Four Horns, and had been across the 
boundary line for some time. The 200 lodges 
that had crossed told him (irvine) that they be- 
longed to Crazy Horse’s band, and had come from 
Platte River. They joined Bear Cap and Four 
Horns on the Canadian Side of the line, at French- 
man’s Creek, and came all together and camped 
near the post. This entire camp of 425 lodges, 
says Maj. irvine, mean to move on north and join 
Sitting Bull, who, with about 300 lodges, is some- 
where about forty miles north of Fort Walsh. at the 
east end of tne Cypress Hills, in the direc- 
tion of the South Saskatchewan. The Nez Perces 
are withS. B. Some half-breeds told Maj. Irvine 
that a Nez Perces Indian had come in from their 
camp and told them that they all wanted to go 
over the border and surrender themselves to the 
United States authorities. 

All these reports, says the Major, be does not 
vouch for, but states his intention to prevent the 
Indians from moving south without instructions 
from Uncle Sam. 

Three Indians have been sent, at the order of 
Gen. Sheridan, to confer with the 100 Nez Perces 
who are desirous to make peace. 

Col. William D. Whipple was yesterday duly in- 
stalled as Adjutant-General at Military Head- 
quarters, relieving Gen. Drum from his duties on 
the Division Staff, in pursuance of special order of 
the Lieatenant-Generul.

OPENING THAT VAULT. 

When the much-lamented D. D. Spencer remov- 
ed himself from the view of his deluded depositors 
and exchanged the blessings of freedom land a 
prospective indictment) for the fascinations of 
European travel, he left behind him one thing in 
addition to bis reputation. For two years prior to 
his flight he had used vault No. 1, 304 in the Safety 
Depository of the State Savings)Institution for the 
storage of his private papers. The combination by 
which this vault was locked was known to him 
alone, and when he started on his tour he took the 
secret with him. The fact that there was such a 
vault, unopenable even by Receiver Otis withont 
the employment of force, became known. and 
many a wild surmise and guess was made as to the 
possible contents of the mysterious receptacle. 

Many a depositor visited the bank and demanded 
to know when Judge Otis was going to solve the 
mystery ana open what they fondly believed to be 
a treasure-chamber. Only last week a somewhat 
sanguine elderly lady upbraided the Judge for his 
remissness, and opined that, if the vault were 
opened, all that had been lost would be found once 
more, and everybody would get 100 cents on the 
dollar. Even Judge Otis, though cool and little 
sudject to excitement, worried a little about what 
might possibly be hidden in the vauit. although 
he did not dream of secreted wealth. though he 
might have let his imagination soar so far as to 
suppose that some possibly valuable papers might 
be found, provided the vault could be opened.

THE CUSTOM-HOUSE. 
NEARING AN END. 

It is altogether likely that the Custom-House 
investigation will come to a close this evening, or 
to-morrow at farthest. Mr. E. A. Church, of the 
Supervising Architect’s office, who has been here 
for some two weeks aiding the Commission, left 
for Washington las: evening. The books and 
papers which he brought here will be retamed for 
the present, and, should anything of special inter- 
est turn up, he will be sent for. The estimates of 
the architectural experis, Messrs. Van Osdel, 
Boyington, and Cleaveland, have not yet been for- 
mulated. It was expected that they would have 
been yesterday, but Mr. Boyington was called to 

On his return, 
which is expected to- morrow or next day, the con- 
clusions of tne experts will be summed — * 
commission of practical stonecutters and builders 
has been appointed toexamine the building ana 
report what, in their opinion, is the honest value of 
the stone and cutting therein. They will, if the 
weather permits, tase hold to-day. 

It was developed yesterday in the sworn testi- 
mony of some of the time-keepers that on several 
occasions they complained to Assistant Superin- 
tendent Prussing, who had charge of the Twelfth 
street yards, that it was not right to allow for the 
** bed-sawing of astone the bed of which was too 
thick to go into the wall. Mr. Prussing, they 
say. replied that if the stone could be cut down 
with a tooth chisel, the sawing would be 
allowed; but if it was necessary to cut it down 
with a point, he woald strike out the cost of 
sawing, and Mr. Mueller would have to stand the 
joss. Practical stonecutters understand by this 
that the point would be invariably used if it 
were necessary to make a deep cut on the stone; 
but as there were no heavy cuts, for the stone was 
sawn to a size half an inch larger than the actual 
net dimensions, tuere was no particular occasion 
to use the point. Besides, experience 
has demonstrated that the use of the 
tooth is the slowest possible means of re- 
ducing the surface of a stone, and hence it was to 
Mueller's interest to make use of it, for the reason 
that he received a douceur of 15 per cent on the 
cost of the stone cutting. The testimony so far 
collated unquestionably demonstrates that nine- 
teen out of every twenty stones after having been 
sawed were reduced to size by the use of the 
„tooth chisel. Many of the workmen believe 
that not to exceed one stone in 100 was not 80 
treated. 

Yesterday was pay-day for the men employed 
around the building. Tne Superintendent of the 
mechanical devartment—Walbridge by name, it is 
understood—presenteda his voucher at the rate of 
$4 per day. He bosses an army of one workman. 

To-morrow evening Assistant District- Attorney 
Thomson, who has been conducting the Commis- 
sion, hopes to mail to Secretary Sherman a com- 
plete synopsis of all the testimony adduced, ana 
the logical conclusions thereto. his document 
will not in any event be furnished to the public 
until after its reception by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. However, it is more than likely that 
the next ten days will see a new Supervising Archi- 
tect in Washington, and a successor to the present 
local Superintendent. 


MAY-DAY. 
THE MODERN CELEBRATION 
of the first day of May is not nearly so romantic as 
it wasin the olden time. The May-pole, with its 
wreaths and flowers, has given place tothe huge,

instead of dancing around a comparatively useless 
piece of timber, turn their antics to some account 
by waltzing stoves and household furniture into 
the front vard or upon the sidewalk.

and examined. Not long ago, to begin the tale. 
this man made a call upon a lawyer in Bryan 
Biock, Mr. W. T. Noyes (sek at the club and 
among his friends), and introduced himself by pre- 
senting a card whereon was written “ W. H. 
Noyes” and the name of à town in Vermont. 
Upon the back of the card was the name of another 
Vermont town. He said that his name was Noyes, 
and that he had ascertained that there was a bond 
of distant relationship existing between himself 
and the person whom he addressed. He said 
teat he had been born and bred among the 
hills of the old Green Mountain State; that 
he had frequently heard his father 
speak of the father and ancestors of 
the man before nim; that the families of the Noyes 
had intermarried, etc., etc. (Lawyer Noyes is a 
Vermonter.)

The short 
of it was that Mr. Noyes gave him the money and 
ne departed. He next appeared before

and a card bearing an inscribtion W. H. Stager“ 
was presented to the telegraph magnate. Mr. 
Stager, the General, is quite unwilling to acknow!l- 
edge that his friend got any money oat of him; 
and, as there is at this time no pressing need for 
mentioning his large-hearted generosity, etc., 
ete., it might be as well to pass that part of the 
story without further remark. One of the pleas- 
ant events of the call was an introduction to the 
General's daughter. When the stranger who 
bore the name of Stager said to Miss 
Stager that he was pleased to meet her, 
or made some such commonplace compli- 
mentary allusion to their meeting, he pro- 
nounced her name as though 'twere spelled Stage-er. 
This mispronunciation rather destroyed the Gen- 
eral's happiness at the discovery of an old and 
intimate friend of the family.

He called upona daughter of the deceased, and 
talked of the Dyers, the Olins, and Clarendon, 
Vt.. till there existed not a doubt that he was 
verily the G. Volney Dyer“ whom his card rep- 
resented him to be. So skillfully did he impose 
upon the lady that he inducea her to give him 
a photograph of the deceased Doctor. ‘Then he 
called upon Maj. Huntington and his family, and 
made himself so agreeable, and appeared so 
familiar with the places and people mentioned, 
that ne was received as it were with outstretched 
arms to a hospitable board. He retained the name 
of Dyer, —** George Volney Dyer, —aund so firmly 
established his right to that appeliation by pro- 
ducing the photograph of the late lamented Doctor 
that for more than two hours he was charmingly 
entertained by Maj. Huntington's married 
daughter, whose name need not appear as the en- 
tertainer of the suave and gentiemanly tramp. 
During his visit Mr. Noyes-Stager-Barnum- 
Dyer did not neglect to inform his 
host, the Major. of his unfortunate 
castings-about in tae world. He had been in Col- 
orado for about nineteen months, and had made 
some money, of which he had been robbed in Kan- 
sas City. He had just enough left after being 
robbed to geit to Iowa, where ne missed seeing a 
cousin whom he expected to meet, and thence he 
drifted to Chicago. What he most desired was 
$7.50 to get to Clevéland where he had friends. 
The Major hesitated about giving it, saying that 
he would see about it. Soom after the caller had 
said ‘‘Good-night’’ tne, Majors son-in-law 
returned home—the Major's house—and heard 
about the unusual visitor. Now the 
son-in-law, Mr. Wiison, is in 
the same law-office with Mr. Nuyes above-men- 
tioned, and had heard of tue supposed game 
there. A short comparison convinced him that 
Mr. W. U. Noyes” and Me. G. Volney 
Dyer“ were one and the same. and an impostor. 
Therefore, the next morning, —yesterday morning, 
—when a boy brought a note from Mr. G. Vo lney 
Dyer“ to the Major's residence, requesting the 
$7.50, as the writer desired to depart immediately 
for Cleveland, Maj. Huntington sent back word 
to call at his office at 11 o'clock. Before that time 
Mr. Wilson had secured a warrant, and Constable 
George W. Deai and the three lay in weit 
in the vicinity of Maj. Huntington's office 
on Dearborn street for the appearance of 
the gentleman who was to pay his fare to Cleve- 
land. He. Dyer, did not go up, but hung 
around the corner of Washington and Dearborn 
waiting till the Mayor should appear on the street. 
The Constable arrested him, and Justice Meech 
subsequently sent him to jail in default of bail. 
He cried like a child on the way over the Rhine. 
and said that he must be crazy. He laid all his 
misdoings to family troubles, which, he said, made 
him reckless. He had been in Colorado for nearly 
two years. How he happened to know 
so much about the Vermonters resident in 
this citv he did not say, and refused still to tell 
who he was and whence he came. In appearance 
the man was respectable, though a little the worse 
for wear. His age is evidently about 40 years, and 
he has an intelligent face and a gentleman's man- 
ners.

The West Chicago Park case came up in the 
Criminal] Court yesterday morning very unexpect- 
edly. The attorneys. for the relator, John 
Tyrrell, asked that the order dismissing the peti- 
tion in the case be eet aside, and that a new hear- 
ing de granted. The Court promptly over- 
ruled the motion, which, it is thought, was made 
for the purpose of gaining a point in the further 
hearing in the Supreine Court. 


Several Commissioners and a few invited guests 
left last evening for an extended junket through 
Indiana, Kentucky, and other States, to look after 
the color of Bedford stone. The county is to foot 
the bill. All of their arrangements were made 
with the greatest secrecy, and avout all that is 
known is that they are going to so educate them- 
se)ves that they can come back and swear liberally, 
and thus assist the County-Attorney in the stone 
injunction suit against the city. They will be ad- 
sent until Saturday evening.

CONTESTED ELECTION. 

In the County Court yesterday Rudolph Biester 
filed a bill giving notice that he should contest the 
election of Edward Byrne as Town Clerk of the 
Town of Lake. The bill recites that the election 
was held and that the contestant believes he re- 
ceived a majority ofthe votes cast, and charges 
that fraudulent pallots were put into the bands of 
his friends, who were thus made to vote for Byrne 
while they intended to vote for him; that the 
judges and cicrxs of election in some precincts 
were not sworn as required by law, etc.; that per- 
sons other than citizensof the United States, of 
the State, county. and town, voten for 
said Byrne; that ballots not cast for 
Byrne were counted for him; that ballots 
were cast for Byrne for some other office 
than Town Clerk, and counted for him as candi- 
date for Town Clerk; that ex-convicts, not en- 
titled to vote, voted for Byrne: and that the num- 
ber of fraudulent votes in various ways cast for 
Byrne was largely in excess of his pretended ma- 
jority over the deponent. A summons was issued 
in answer tot e bill, returnable the first day of the 
May term of the Court, calling on Byrne to answer 
and show cause why the deponent should not enter 
upon the discharge of the daties of the office. 

THE INSANE ASYLUM ROW. 

Dr. Spray, of the Insane Asylum, vesterday ex- 
pressed himself as well pleased with the recom- 
mendations of the Adviwory Board the day before, 
and thinks that the adoption of its suggestions will 
result in great good. he Committee on Public 
Charities was to have met to consider the sugges- 
tions in the afternoon, but did not, owing to the 
interest some of the members are taking in Le- 
mont stone. From what could be learned from 
several members, however, it is evident that the 
Asylum war is in its infancy. One said that he 
saw behind the whole movement a de- 
sire on the part of Rush Medical 
lege to get the same hold on 
Asylum that it had on the Hospital, and he pre- 
dicted that, when the Advisory Board-—two from 
Rush and two fromthe Chicago Medical College— 
came to namejthe fifth member, there would be 
such a quiet war as has not been oftenseen. He 
said both colleges would want to name the fifth 
man, and had an idea that, inasmuch as Rusa had 
the backing of the Commissioners, it would 
win the day, and secure one ofits graduates, — 
possibly Dr. Cunningham. This. would lead to 
the removal of Spray, whether competent or not, 
and, afterall, this is what is sought. by the Irisn 
members of the Board, who are offended because 
Spray cared to remove some worthless emoloyes 
of the institution of their nationality.

PETTED PAUPERS. — 
Exorbitant Cost of Articles Fur- 
nished the Deaf and Dumb, 


And Which the County of Cook Is 
Asked to Pay For. 


Some Mode! Bills Presented by the Su- 
perintendent of the Institution. 


In yesterday's Trisune appeared an item stat- 
ing that Philip G. Gillett, Superintendent of the 
Illinois Institute for the Education of the Deaf 
and Dumb at Jacksonville, in this State, had sent 
in a number of bills to the Board of County Com- 
missioners for clothing charged against patients 
and pupils sent to that institate from this county, 
and that many of these bille were exorbitant in the 
extreme. A detailed investigation of the same 
yesterday disclosed the fact that the majority of 
the charges were not only exorbitant, but out- 


rageous. 

There are in all thirty-nine or forty of the bills, 
and they represent on an average $50 each for cloth- 
ing during a period of from five to eleven months. 
In these bills for clothing also appear charges for 
traveling expenses, repairing, pulling, and doctor- 
ing teeth, etc. The County Cierk submitted to 
the Committee on Charities, to whom the bilis 
were referred, alist of the paupers sent down to 
the Jacksonville Institute from Cook County, for 
whom the county is expected to be responsible. 
The list comprises the names of thirty-four per- 
sons, and the County Clerk supplements this with 
the statement that three other persons 
also went from this county to the insti- 
tute, but that they were not paupers, but able 
to pay their way. Yet the bills come in for these 
three persons the same asthe rest. Besides these, 
the State official, in his desire to beat Cook Coun- 
ty, has forwarded three names—hard Polish 
names—with the rest, of whom the County Clerk 
knows nothing. These names are Stefan Pian- 
touski, Matthew Zumlinski, and Louis Weeding, 
with the sums of $59.32, $52.24, and $70.69 
charged up against each respectively, forming & 
total of $182. 25, purporting to have been expend- 
ed inside of one year for parties, of whom Cook 
County knows nothing, ana probably never sent 
there. Whether Mr. Gillett charged Cook County 
with the clothing for these three persons by mis- 
take, instead of some other county, is not known, 

John and Mary Lee and Thomas Harfford, ac- 
cording to the statement of County-Clerk Klokke, 
were not sent to the institute as paupers, yet they 
have been charged by Superintendent Gillett with 
$56.88 worth of clothing, which he seems to ex- 
pect Cook County to pay for. 

it is amusing, too, to see the cheek which Mr. 
Gillett displays in making - 

SOME OF HIS ENTRIES. 
For instance, a pauper mute is charged with a 
pair of boots at $9.50. In these hard times a 
respectable business man would deem himself ex- 
travagant if he paid so much fora pair of cover- 
ings for his feet. 

The Morgan County financier also seems to have 
shown some partiality among his patients in the 
way of boots and clothing. One will be charged 
with two suits of clothing at $12.60 each, while 
another evidently had to be content with two $8 
suits or $10 suits; still others were allowed three 
suits in the same length of time. Again, some pa- 
tients or pupils rejoiced in the possession of boots 
which cost $9.50, while others 
pair of $4 shoes; still, all seemed to have enough 
of these articles, and, according to tae 
bills, they were kept in excellent 
repair. Of hosicry, the paupers appear not 
to have been in great need, and a marked extrava- 
gance in paper collars could but be noticed. In 
gloves, handkerchiefs, mittens, cravats, and other 
articles of this kind which go to make up a well- 
ordered gentleman's wardrobe, there was no 
dearth, —in short. the inmates seem to bave dressed 
sumptuously every day. 

THE GIRL PUPILS 
do not appear from the bills to have been a source 
of so much expense, from some cause or other. 
Their bills are apparently within the bounds of 
reason. It is too bad that Mr. Gillett did not re- 
main in Chicago long enough to give an explana- 
tion tothe reporter of the eccentricities of the 
voluminous package of bills which he presented to 
Committee on Charities, some samples of which fol- 
low. One bill sets forth, under the affidevit of the 
Superintendent, that one Edward Levi, a pupil of 
the institute, nad bis shoes repaired April 9 1877. 
at an expense to Cook County of $1, and May 15, 
about one month later, he obtained a new pair of 
shoes, price $6.50; also, on this date he received 
two hair-cuts, which cost Cook County the sum of 
20 cents. Exactly how this remarkable circum- 
stance came about cannot be related. He must 
have an anprecedented fertility in his scalp. for 
two crops of hair, as the most fastidious of the 
young men of Chicago know, cannot be raised in 
one day. June 2 
THIS REMARKABLE YOUNG MAN * 

desired to dress up, it seems, and for this purpose 
he obtained two pairs of new socks, price 25 cents. 
This brought his entire bill for shoes, hair-cutting, 
and socks, for about one month, to $7.95, which 
Superintendent Gillett cheerfully made out and 
presented to Cook County for payment. Dec. 23, 
1876, Mr. Levi received a suit af clothes, for 
which the County of Cook was charged 512. 45; 
he obtained underwear at 50

It would appear, on examination of this young 
man's bill, that he was hard upon shod leather, 
and that it was not the intention of Superintendent 
Gillett to allow him to go bare-footed fur want of 
shoes and boots. His bill for shoes, boots, and 
repairing alone, it will be seen, amounts to $16. 55. 
How many of the taxpayers of Cook County, who 
are worth a quarter of a million and upward, make 
an estimate of $16.55 for boots during the year? 
And yet this mute consumes that in less 
than one year. His traveling expenses 
also amount to the neat little sum of $9. The bill 
does not state the particulars of the trips taken; 
the young man may have visited his family, or he 
may have felt a longing to attend a base-ball match 
in a distant town, ora musical concert, or he may 
have been wire-pulling for some scheme in Spring- 
field. The rest of the bill. suchas the items of 
three pairs of stockings for $1, a parr of gloves for 
75 cents, etc., may not have been unreasonable 
for tirst-class articles at a first-class retail price. 

Angeline Divas is charged with two pairs of new 
shoes inside of seven months, value, $8.50, and 
traveling expenses, $3.65. What are all these 
traveling expenses for?
